But Taz TA mUN has $200 subject to the 
demand of Superintendent of Schools Lane, 
for it adds another $100 to the gift of the 
unknown friend of the children, and has noti- 

‘fied Supt. Lane to this effect. 

Furthermore, all children, whether mem- 
bers of the public schools or not, who are 
under 18 years of age, will be admitted to the 
World’s Fair on the payment of 10 cents dur- 
ing the week beginning Monday, Oct. 16, and 
ending Saturday, Oct. 21.

The next day might be given up to a leisurely 
stroll through the Horticultural Building, at- 
tention being called to the tropical plants and 
trees which areso foreign to us. The dwarf 
trees from Japan, the orchids, and a few such 
curious oddities might be sought out. The Flor- 
ida Building contains many interesting sea 
shells, corals, gea weeds, and the like. A visit 
to the aquarium in the east wing of the Fisheries 
Building might finish up the day. A view of the 
Swiss Alps panorama is a treat to any child.

show. We all went, my husband, my 
q-year-old boy, 5-year-old-girl, and I. 
Next morning was attracted to the 


windew by the loud, harsh cries of my usually 
quiet boy. I looked out only to behold our dear 
old Tom, the bet cat who had shared all their 
joys and their sorrows for years, tied by a string 
to astake and galloping round and round in a 
perfect frenzy of fear, urged on by the whip and 
shout of my son, while my gentle little daughter 
stood by and applauded, As they had both been 
taught to be always tender and considerate to- 
wards all that were more helpless than they I was 
struck with consternation. Upon my indignant- 
ly reproving their cruelty I found that they were 
merely reproducing the scene of ‘the previous 
afternoon as well as they could with the ma- 
terial athand. My kindergarten training had 
taught me that the reproduction in dramatic 
play of the activities of life was the natural and 
wholesome effort of children to understand life.“ 
I will only add that another friend was present 
when some of the animals became unruly and 
red-hot irons were applied to them to compel 
them to submit to the will of their masters.

The child 
who has learned to love Jane Andrews“ Seven 
Little Sisters will find five of the little sisters 
on the grounds. This day given up to the study 
of the races of men may well end by a walk 
through our Government Building, where the 
wax figures so excellently represent the various 
citizens of our republic.

Hogg, calling upon 
him to command the peace and protect the 
property of the railroad company and prevent 
the men from taking possession of trains, A 
reply is expected tomorrow. The unemployed 
are anxious to reach New Orleans.

GUILTY BUT RECOMMENDED FOR MERCY. 
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SAYS HE WAS ROBBED 


SEEMING DISOREPANOY IN BUOK- 
NER’S HOLD UP TALE. 


Doctors at the Central Police Station Dis- 
pute the Story He Tell He Is a Col- 
lector for the Adams Express Company 
and Reports That He Was Felled by 
Sandbaggers in a Down-Town Alley- 
way~Another Account of the Alleged 
Crime. 8 


A collector for the Adams Express com- 
pany, whose name was given by the police as 
John Buckner, claims that he was held up 
on Market street and robbed of $700 in 
currency at 5:30 o’clock yesterday evening. 
After robbing him, he says, the thieves beat 
him into unconsciousness and decamped. 
Buckner staggered into the Central Station 
last night and reported the robbery to Lieut. 
Wood. 

He had an abrasion on the back of the head 
which he claimed was made by his assail- 
ants. A doctor was called in to ex- 
amine the wound and, according to the 
police, the physician declared the abrasion to 
be at least five days old. Buckner was al- 
lowed to go and told to report at the station 
again in the morning. 

Market street at the spot near which the al- 
leged robbery occurred is crowded with large 
wholesale clothing houses, most of which do a 
big express business. All the paid express 
packages sent out by these firms are checked 
up in bulk and paid for when the collector 
comes around. In the larger houses the col- 
lectors make daily collections and often carry 
large sums of money. Asa rule collections 
are made in broad daylight, but the increased 
business of the World’s Fair season has caused 
a relaxation of the rule, and it is no uncom- 
mon thing for a collector to be out as late as 
6 o’clock in the evening. 
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Buckner started out on his rounds early 
yesterday afternoon and by 5 o’clock had 
more than $700 in his possession. As he went 
main street into the alley between 
ton and Randolph streéts. He had gone, he 
says, but a few yards down the alley when he 
was confronted by two roughly-dressed men 
who presented revolvers at his head and 
ordered him to put up his hands. Before the 
collector had time either to make resistance 
or call for help he declares he received a blow 
on the head from behind which felled him to 
the ground, He says he is certain neither of 
the men in front struck him, and thinks that 
the front attack was devised only to give the 
men’s accomplice the opportunity to stun 
him, : 

Becomes Conscious After Two Hours, 

Of what passed then Buckner professes to 
have no knowledge. All he says he knows is 
that when he came to his senses he found his 
cluthes torn, bis face covered with blood, and 
allhis money gone. As nearly as the col- 
lector’ can determine it was 5:30 when he 
was attacked. It was 8 o’clock at night be- 
fore he reached the Central Station. His 
head was cut and his clothes torn. He told a 
story which induced Lieut. Weod to take him 
into the Inspector’s office and lock the door. 
Lieut.Wood denied that anyone had been sand- 
bagged, robbed, or maltreated, 

When Lieut. Wood was asked for the name 
of the man who had been hurt he refused 
either to give it or to discuss the story. 

There was quite as much mystery and rather 
more denial at the office of the Adams Ex- 
press company. Two officials and two special 
agents were closeted together long after clos- 
ing hours, but they assured all inquirers that 
there was nothing unusual about that and then 
they denied that any one of their collectors 
had been robbed. 

Said to Be Wholesale House Collector. 

Right on top of these conflicting statements 
it was learned that complaint was made at the 
Central Station at 8 o’clock last evening of a 
bold sandbagging and robbery committed 
three hours previously at the head of 
an alley off Market street, near Madi- 
son. According to the complaint the vic- 
tim of the’ assault was a collector 
and messenger fog a wholesale house on 
Market street and was on the way to the bank 
with a sum of money when attacked. He 
was said to have been struck on the head with 
asandbag and rendered unconscious, after 
which he was dragged into the alley and re- 
lieved of all the money he carried, 
a sum aggregating, it is said, $1,000. 
A doctor was called into the Central 
Station to attend the man’s injuries. The po- 
lice would give no information as to the iden- 
tity of the victim of the assault. Lieut. 
Wood, after a long interview with the victim 
of the unknown robbers, mysteriously dis- 
patched a number of detectives to 
make a strict investigation. At the 
conclusion of his own investigation 
Lieut. Wood said: “There was no one 
sandbagged. A manmade a complaint that 
he had been sandbagged and robbed. Before 
we were through with him he admitted that 
he made the complaint in order to ‘square’ 
himself with his employers for a sum of 
money he could not account for honestly.”

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THEORY OF THE AIRBRAKE®S’ FAILORE 


Illinois Central Engineer Thinks the Air 


Must Have Been Low. 

The cause of the Jackson wreck is consid- 
ered a most singular one. There is no offi- 
cial information as to the exact manner of 
the failure of the airbrake to perform its 
work at Jackson and to which failure is at- 
tributed the cause of the wreck. But an old 
engineer on the Illinois Central gave his ideas 
why the brakes failed to work. The airbrake 
equipment of a locomotive, he explained, 
consists of an airpump, or compressor, and a 
receiver with connections and attachments. 
Each car is equipped with a cylinder in which 
works a piston and piston head on the same 
principle as the piston of a steam engine. 
The compressor on the engine keeps air 
in the receiver compressed at — pounds 
pressure, and this same pressure main- 
tained in the cylinders under each car. When 
the engineer sets the brakes he aliows a quan- 
tity of the com air to escape, and with 
this reduced the piston in each receiver is 
moved. This in turn acts upon a brake-beam 
and the brakes are set. Nearly all ears are 
equipped with safety or emergency attach- 
ments. This device is simply a valve ar- 
ranged to be opened by pulling a cord. When 
the valve is opened the effect is the same as 
though the engineer had opened the valve of

Oct. 10, 1879, the 
west-bound Pacific express crashed into a 
switch engine, killing eighteen people, and 
injuring thirty-five others. 


STATEMENT BY A ROAD OFFICIAL. 


General Superintendent Robert Miller 
Gives His Views. 

Derrorr, Mich., Oct. 13.—The fo!lowmg 
statement is made to the United Press by Gen- 
eral Superintendent Robert Miller aa to the 
disaster at Jackson: 


It is utterly impossible for me to understand 
how it 1 ; the more news I get the more 
mystified lam. Now, for instance, here is the 
statement of the Superintendent to the effect 
that the enginneer tried his brakes at Jackson 
Junction. That is in accordance with rule 77 of 
our regulations governing the running of trains. 
Jackson Junction a mile from

have found his brakes ail right 
only a few minutes before the accident. Acco 
ing to this same report, and it 1s nr to 
some extent, he found out that his brakes would 
not hold when within a quarter of a mile of the 
train he smashed. He at once reversed his en- 

ne and notified the conductor by whistie that 

The conductor then 
tried the air on the train, and neither was any 
good. I presume the conductor then made an 
effort to use the hand brakes, but possibly before 
ang thine could be done the crash came. 

Now, bere is the odd thing. Ifthe air was all 
right at the junction I cannot understand what 
could have happened tothe pumps. It is some- 
thing unheard of for the pumps to give out in 
this manner; but 9 the air by some man- 
ner could have been cut between the train and 
engine, then the conductor's brakes would have 
worked automatically, but according to the re- 
ports the conductor was as helpless as the engi- 
neer. There seems to be no doubt that he tried 
and that something gave way at that unfortunate 
time. In the midst of the greatest pas- 
Senger traffic in the history of the 
Mic n Central the accident comes

FAILURE OF AIR BRAKES TO WORK. 


Conductor Orin N. Webb of the Special 
Tells His Story. 

Conductor Orin N. Webb, in charge of the 
Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg special 
train which ran into the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western special at Jackson, 
brought his train minus a baggage car and 
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the air connections in his engine. Conductor 
Webb of the colliding train says he pulled the 
emergency cord and opened the valve, but no 
air escaped. engineer was asked to ex- 
plain his ideas of the trouble. He said: 

I would believe there was no air inthe ro- 
ceiver. The airpump may have stopped, but 
even then there should have been enough air in 
the receiver to stop the train, and if 4 
had escaped, that should have set brakes. 
It Webb had not tried an emergency valve, I 
might also say that the engineer's airbrake valve 
might have failed to work, but since Webb and 
the engineer both failed to produce results, I 
have no valid theory to offer except that the 
pressure of air in the receiver on the enginé was 
very low. It is in fact the strangest freak of the 
airbrake I ever heard of. 


STORY OF CONDUCTOR OF THE TRAIN, 


Says He Saw No Fog and Cannot Locate the 
Blame. 
Conductor S. F. Reid, who was in charge of 


section No, 1, told the following story of the 


accident: 

Our section had stopped for breakfast and the 
time was pearls up, when the second section 
struck us. I had been standing by the semaphore 
talking to a woman with a baby in her arms. 
I helped her on the train, and, receiving my or 
ders, started ahead to give the engineer his. I 
heard the approaching train, and, looking back, 
saw it coming at full speed and a second 
later it struck. It seemed to plow 
through my. train as if the cars were 
made of pasteboard. The cars were all piled 
in a heap. I jumped back, and narrowly escaped 
being struck by some of the flying pieces. I was 
stunned for a moment, but as soon as I could 
fairly realize the extent of the disaster I ran back 
and an assisting in the rescue of the dead and 
injured. One of the first things I saw was 
body of the-woman with whom I had been talk- 
ing a moment previous. Sue was dead. In her 
arms she still clasped the baby. It was also dead. 
To one side lay the body of a woman, 
the head being severed from the 
body. It was a horrible sight, 
and one that I can never blot from my memory. 
The cries of the injured and the ghastly forms of 
the mangled dead made a scene that completely 
unnerved me, In all my experience I have never 
been in sucha situation before. I cannot say 
who was to blame for the accident. There was 
certainly gross carelessness somewhere, but | do 
not know who was to blame and would not dare 
to toll it I did. They say there was a fog, but I 
do not remember seeing any. 


SCENES IN THE DEMOLISHED CARS. 


Benjamin Osborn of Camden, Who Assisted 
in the Rescue. 


Benjamin Osborn of Camden, N. I., a pas- 
senger on the train that rushed into the rear 
of the other, gives a very graphic account. 
He says: 

I was sitting in the fourth or fifth car from the 
engine when train stopped so suddenly that I 
was thrown against the back of the sout in front. 
My first supposition was that something had 
happened to a train in front of us. and the sud- 
den application of the air brakes had stopped us 
to avoid running into them. I knew nothing 
then of a collision. Looking through the win- 
dow I saw people with their hands in the air 
and startled expressions on their faces. I ran 
out and saw that we had collided with another 
train. The cars were piled high, and hung over 
on each side the track. I went forward at once, 
and found our engine had jammed under and 
into the end of a passenger train, and had then 
turned partially to the right, so that escap- 
ing steam from it did not go under the roof of 
the wrecked car, but on one side of it. Hearing 
groans and criés, I climbed into the broken car 
to try to aid the sufferers. Several men were so 
frighteued or confused that they were breaking 
the windows with their hands in order to get out, 
when they could have escaped at the end of the 
car, being troubled only by smoke from the 
e 0. 

12 men had entered the car before me and 
handed out an injured woman, cutting her face 
ainst the broken pane in the window. I took

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TAKING OUT THE DEAD AND INJURED.

He knows the valve opened, 
but it made noimpression. He then attempt- 
ed to rush to the safety cord at the other end 
of the third coach, but saw people in the way. 
He then heard another blast from his engine, 
and that moment thecrashcame. He first re- 
assured hi- passengers that were in no 
and then went forward. He noticed the 
smoker careened at the front end to the right, 
having dropped from the front truck.

fifteen feet into the two last cars of the 
wrecked train. His train did not seem to be 
running faster than fifteen miles per hour, for 
Whalen, the engineer, had reversed his engine 
and applied steam. The momentum and

Broken car seats and pieces of the 
car were so piled up that we could not stand up- 
ene After helping out a number of persons 
who were in sight we found others near the 
front ‘who were buried in the débris and at 
once formed a line of men and 
assed the rubbish until we could 
iberate them. Many were badly wounded, and 
a number were unconscious. Others had their 
clothing torn nearly off and were bruised and 
— r When all were out I went outside, and 
found the rear coach had been driven inside the 
one ahead ana had gone completely through it, 
its floor above and_ its roof beneath the other. 
Under this upper floor and on the floor of the 
next to the rear car, —1 opinion is that nearly 
every person was killed. Many bodies were hor- 
— ed, and several of them had the 
hea red. 
Near this lower floor, where

found the headless body of a woman, and beside 
ber, entangled in the débris, was another woman 
severely wounded, whom we extricated. Another 
woman we found with her head cut: off and her 
dead child htly clas in her arms.

SECOND TRAIN NOT RUNNING FAST, 


That Is the Impression of C. C. Morrill 
and Other Passengers. 

One of the passengers on train No: 2, which 
ran ipto the train ahead of it, was C. C. Mor- 
rill of Fulton, N. Y., a brother of Senator 
Justin S. Morrill of Vermont. He was in the 
smoker, which was the third coach from the 
engine. Mr. Morrill described the collision 
as follows: We were going along at what 
seemed to me an easy rate of speed when we 
felta slight jar. Just as we did a man beside 
me asked where in the mischief the car ahead 
of us was going. It had left the tracks and 
seemed to be heading off at right 
angles of the smoker. Before we had time to 
think much about what was happening to the 
other car we were brought to a realization

Within a couple of seconds later the collision 
occurred, To Mr. Shea it seemed evident that 
the brakes of the train failed to work, but he 
could not tell whether the signal given by 
the conductor was intended for the engineer 
or forthe brakemen. Only two men were 
slightly injured in the car which was ahead of 
the smoker. One man had his hand cut by a 
broken pane of glass, and another received a 
bump on the face which resulted in a black 
eye. 

G. E. Minor, also of Oswego, N. I., told a 
similar story of the disaster. 


PASSENGER DESCRIBES THE WRECK, 


John R. Newton of Norwich, N. X., Tells 
His Experience. 

John R. Newton of Norwich, N. I., who was 
on the wrecked Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Westerr train, said he had taken lunch in the 
station, and had just boarded the front plat- 
form of the fourth car when the crash came. 
The floor of the platform seemed to rise with 
great force, and, together with the shock of 
the collision, threw him over the failing and 
he fell stunned to the plattorm of the car in 
front. The train was forced ahead twenty- 
five or thirty feet by the force of the shock. 
Many people, he said, were not aboard of the 
cars at the time. Some were in the lunch- 
room, and others were promenading on the 
platforms. 

Conductor Reed of the waiting train had 
not zalled “all aboard.” Had that word have 
been given many more would have been 
killed and injured. He said the scene of 
carnage inside the telescoped cars was horri- 
ble and sickening. He saw one woman whose 
bead had been cut in two per- 
pendicularly from the crown down 
through the ears to the neck, 
and she was frightfully crushed about the 
body. The people, he said, who were inside 
the rear car, which was forced into the next 
one forwurd, were notso badly mangled as 
in the latter. One woman was taken out and 
was able to walk. Two others were con- 
scious, evidently, but could not help them- 
selves, and from fright or internal injury, he 
did not know which, they could not speak. 
There was such in citement that for a 
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both in and out of the wrecked cars, deliber- 
ately broke the glass with tbeir fists and ro- 
ceived bad cuts, when any of the countless 
splinters A. about or their boots would 
ha ve served the purpose better. Through one 
of these windows, where a jagged piece of 
glass remained, some men who commenced 
to rescue the injured attempted to passa 
woman. Her face was pus N the 
glass and an ugly gash was cut that will prob- 
ably leave an indelible scar. Shortly the 
crowd recovered its senses and began to 

forward, but soon ropes were stretched about 
the wreckage and sight-seers were kept back. 


MICHIGAN. CENTRAL DEPOT SCENES. 


Crowd Gathers and Eagerly Seeks News 
of the Missing. 

The scene at the Michigan Central depot 
yesterday afternoon from 5 to 7 o’clock was 
one of nervous dread and suspense for 
those who were expecting friends. As 
soon as the . newspapers published a 
report of the accident those who 
were expecting friends or relatives by the 
trains in the wreck hastened to the depot to get 
all the information possible. Very little was 
to be had, however, for the officials them- 
selves knew nothing of the details. Inquiries 
were made on all sides for news of the accident 
and people who were brought together by 
their distress talked over the situation and 
told of the loved ones they were expecting. 
One man had a wife and two daughters 
whom he knew must be in the 
wreck. He could obtain no information. 
He walked to and fro, wringing his hands in 
agony of suspense, and he grew more excited 
and nervous as each incoming train 
arrived and brought neither his family 
nor any news of them. About 5 
o'clock when the first train arrived 
carrying passengers who had been in the 
wreck a crowd of nearly a hundred people 
had gathered. As each train drew into the 
depot a concerted rush was made and each 
face sorrowfully scanned. There were man 
joyful meetings and many were disappointed. 
The first train had on board nearly 300 pas- 
sengers. Few of them have any marks of the 
accident except an occasional scratch. One 
woman had a badly swollen eye and looked 
as if she had been roughly used, She refused 
to give her name.. Trains continued to ar- 
rive at intervals of half an hour up to a late 
hour last night, and each one was greeted 
with an increasing crowd of people. 


INJURED REMAINED AT JACKSON) 


Arrival of the Wrecked Trains and Other 
Sections. | 

None of the injured passengers were brought 
to Chicago. They were all cared for in Jack- 
son, and many friends who were uninjured re- 
mained behind to care for them. Many other 
passengers were so shocked that they refused 
to proceed further and staid in Jackson with 
the intention of returning Last to their homes. 
There were seven excursion trains en route to 
Chicago over the Michigan Central road. The 
colliding train was from the Rome, Water- 
town and Og ensburg road and did its fatal 
work at 8:50. All the other trains were ordered 
around from Jackson by the Air Line division 
of the Michigan Central, which threw them 
several hours late. The Air Line junction is 
a short distance east of the Jackson station 
where the wreck occurred and the passen- 
gers of the other trains did not, 
therefore, 3ee wreck. The Air Line di- 
vision lies south of the mam line from Jack- 
son to Niles. The first section to arrive in 
Chicago was what was left of the wrecked 
trains. It came in at 5 o’clock. The second 
section of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western trains came in at 5:50. The next 
train was the Rome, Watertown and ens- 
burg, the colliding train, It came in at 7:10 
o’cluck. The other trains followed at inter- 
vals of from twenty to fifty minutes.

KENDALL TRIAL IS NEARLY ENDED. 


Court Holds Open the Evidence for Testi- 
mony of a Policeman.

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VIGILANT BEATS THE ENGLISH 
BOAT FOR-THE-THIRD TIME, — 


Valkyrie Splits Its Spinnaker While on the 
Run Home and the Substitate Goes to 
Shreds=Vigilant Easily Outfoots the 
Englishman and Crosses the Line Forty 
Seconds Ahead=—How the Yachts Made 
the Run and the Features of the Work 
They Performed on the Course, 


New Yorx, Oct. 13.— |Special.)|—The New 
York sloop Vigilant won the third successive 
race for the America’s cup today, defeating 
Lord Dunraven’s cutter Valkyrie. 

About every condition of things that Lord 
Dunraven has prayed for seemed to prevail. 
The wind was a steadily increasing one and 
registered 34 miles at Sandy Hook just be- 
fore the start. 

The Vigilant seemed far in the lead, but as 
they crossed the line the gap was found to be 
so slight as to cause some doubt at the time 
as to its victory. Immediately the two yachts 
crossed the line the fleet put out its colors dnd 
began to sail the inward-bound courses, 
The flagship May followed in the wake of 
the fleet with its colors flying at the 
fore. Through the haze could be discerned 
the racing flag of the Vigilant flying from 
the springstays of the flagship May, a conclu- 
sive confirmation of the third ahd final victory 
of the bronze cup defender and the further 
retention in this country of the great trophy 
of international yachting. 

The race was fifteen miles to windward and 
return. 

Crossed the Line Flying. 

A few seconds before the starting gun was 
fired both boats were flying for the line close 
hauled by the starboard tack, the American 
boat a little in the lead with tne Englishman 
off the weather quarter. It was a close call 
and for u time it looked as though the Vigilant 
would be over first, and handicap the Valkyrie 
by half a minute. Skipper Hanson was a 
little too anxious, however, and had to pay 
the penalty for this by being forced over 
toward the eastern end of the line. The re- 
sult was a loss to the American boat, for it had 
to luff in order to weather the way, 
The Englishman stood on towards the line, 
however, with every sail full and crossed a 
few seconds ahead and well to windward. On 
crossing the line both yachts were heeled well 
to leeward ; the Valkyrie was stiffer and seemed 
to carry its canvas with more ease. 

It was.a wise move to haye reefed main- 
sails, for the sea was increasing at every min- 
ute and the barometer was falling rapicly, 
giving every indication of an approachi 
storm. Once over the line the racers settl 
down to their work. The increased ballast at- 
tached to the Valkyrie’s keel seemed to do 
it a world of good, for it sat right up 
to windward in less than an hour was 
fully 100 yards off the American’s weather 
bow. Both racers werestanding over toward 
Long Beach, but the Vigilant was not doing 
as well as its friends expected. 

At 1:10 o'clock the Vigilant, being close in 
shore, went port tack and headed over in the 
direction of the Valkyrie, then standing over 
on thestarboard. The American boat seemed 
to be in doubt whether it would 
be able to cross the Englishman. 
This was soon dispelled, however, for two 
minutes later the Vigilant, seeing that it must 
cast astern of its rival, went about again and 
stood in shore. Both yachts held on to the 
starboard tack for some time, when the Val- 
kyrie went about at 1:16, followed by the 
Vigilant a few seconds later. 

Valkyrie Makes Best Time. 


They now stood off shore on the leg, the 
Englishman seeming to hold itsown. It was

Suit at Denver Said te Give John Evans a4 
Prior Claim to Ames Estate, 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 13.—The suit of ex- 
Gov. John Evans in the United States Cireuit 
Court filed here last month against the Union 
Pacific makes the Ames heirs codefendants, 
and gives it a prior claim over the request of 
the Ames administrator for a receiver. 

Last year the Colorado lines of the Union 
Pacific were the only portions of the prop- 
erty that paid expenses. Four years ago a com- 
petitive transcontinental line was opened by 
the building of the Rio Grande Western,making 
a broad gauge connection between Denver and 
Ogden via the Denver and Rio Grande and the 
Colorado Midland with the Rio Grande West- 
ern.

Inpr4nsPouis, Ind., Oct. 18.—The nomiua- 
tion oi J. Van Alen as Ambassador to Italy 
has displeased the civil service reformers of 
this State. William Dudley Foule, President 
of the Indiana Civil Service Reform Assotvia- 
tion, said today: It seems to me civil serv- 
ice reform men ought to speak just as em- 
phatically about this case as about that of 
Wanamaker.

It was known t 
April that Van Alen had given this money 
and wanted this place and subsequent ap- 
pointment is the strongest confirmation pos- 
sible of the idea thatthe contribution was a 
political debt for which the office was given 
in pay nent. Does any one believe that he 
would have been thought of for the Italian 
missionif he had not given this money? 
Even if there were no contract the precedent 
set by such an appointment is utterly disas- 
trous to all political morality.”

MORE SILVER AMENDMENTS OFFERED 


Vest and Allen Add tothe White-Metallist 
Propositions, 

Wasuineror, D. C., Oct. 13.—The Senate 
met as usual at 11 a. m. and apparently with 
more than a quorum of Senators present. A 
commun cation from the Secretary of the 
Treasury was presented in response to Mr. 
Allen's resolution inquiring as to moneys 
borrowed by the government since March, 
1885. The answer is that no money has been 
borrowed, 

Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.) gave notice of an 
amendment to the silver-purchase repeal bill. 
It consisted of seven sections, the first of them 
being the repeal of the purchase clause of 
the Sherman act. It authorizes the issue of 
coin certificates for the uncoined bullion con- 
sisting of seigniorage on the silver heretofore 
purchased, „It provides for the coinage of 
silver that may be deposited by its owners 
and that is the product of the United States 
mines, at the rate of $3,000,000 a 
month, up to the limit of $800,000,000. 
This coinage is to be fairly proportioned 
among the silver-producing States and Ter- 
ritories. Holders of standard silver dollars 
may have them exchanged into certificates, 
Authority is to be given to the Secretary of 
the Treasury to refuse payment in gold “ on 
any obligations of the United States when 
he is satisfied that the gold is applied for with 
a view to exportation. A joint committee of 
the two Houses is to examine into the finan- 
cial condition of the government and people 
of the United States. The 10 per cent tax on 
State banks is to be repealed. 

Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.) also gave notice of 
an amendment for the free coinage of silver. 

Mr. Dolph (Rep., Ore.) offered a resolution 
as toa change of rules in reference to com- 
pelling tne attendance ot absent Senators.

Democratic Judicial Candidates, with City ficers 


Hal) Approval, Select a Committee to 
Which They Ask the Transfer of Cam- 
paign Direction=Their Request Curtly 
Refused by the Members of the Party’s 
County Organization Sentiment for 
Judge Gary Continues to Wax Stronger. 

Mayor Harrison’s attempt to dictate to the 
Executive committee of the County Demo- 
cratic committee was promptly met and de- 
,eated yesterday at the meeting of that body.

PROF, HENRY. PRESERVED SMITH’S 
SUSPENSION MADE FINAL 


Action of the Presbytery of Cincinnati Is 
Indorsed by a Decisive Vote The Oe- 
fendant Makes His Final Appeal and Is 
Then Defeated on All the Specifica- 
tions He Proposed=Refuses to Promise 
to Desist from His Alleged Heresy 
Even if Restored Votes in Detail. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 13.— [Special.] — The 
Presbyterian Synod today by a vote of 76 to 
54 sustained the action of the presbytery in 
suspending Prof. Henry Preserved Smith for 
heresy. 

The trial before the Synod of Ohio opened 
with an address by Dr. McKibben. He said 
it was not customary or an inferior court to 
reverse a decision of a supreme court. The 
General Assembly had recently decided 
against Dr. Briggs on charges similar 
to those on which Dr. Smith had been 
convicted by the Presbytery of Cincin- 
nati, and yet the defendant had ap- 
pealed to the synod, which was an 
inferior court, to reverse the findings of the 
presbytery. This was practically a demand 
that the action of the General Assembly be 
reversed, Hedid not think such a proceeding 
was at all prope „It was the pamphlet on 
‘‘Errancy of the Scriptures” which com- 
pelled the prosecution of Prof. Smith. 

In conclusion Dr. McKibben asked Dr. 
Smith whether, if his sentence were removed 

were restored to his privileges as a 
preacher, he would desist from propagating 
the objectionable doctrines. 

Prof. Smith’s Fisal Appeal. 

Dr. Smith arose and stated he thought the 
question an unfair one and that if he was re- 
stored to his standing it should be without 
any conditions attached. He then made his 
final speech. , He said the committee had con- 
fused the matter by arguing against a great 
system of errancy and not againsthim. He 
said he did not consider his individual 
case of any importance as compared 
with the principles involved. The question 
at issue was whether the liberties of the Pres- 
byterian ministers were to be curtailed by 
resolutions passed by the General Assembly 
and overstepping the limits of the constitu- 
tion. 

Dr. Smith added that the doctrine of the in- 
errancy of the Scriptures was never approved 
by the General Assembly till a year after the 
publication of his pam hiet, and that, there- 
fore, to judge him on that point would be to 
decide his case ex parte facto. 

When the evening session of the court was 
opened it had come time to take votes on 
each specification and then on the appeal it- 
self. The form of the vote was Shaii the 
appeal be sustained? It was decided by the 
Moderator that-on the specifications the vote 
should be viva voge, and only on the final 
‘vote should the roll be called. 

The first specification was read by the 
clerk, in which the charge was made that the 
court had erred in aliowing members who 
had expressed an opinion to vote. The speci- 
fication was not sustained by a vote of 20 
yeas to 94 nays, 

The second specification, objecting to the 
regularity of thé court, was next vot on. 
The specification was aut sustained by a vote 
of 38 yeas to 81 nays. 

The third specification, urging insufficiency 
of charge twoin form and legal effect, was 
also defeated. The fourth specification, 
charging that the court erred in not sustain- 
ing objection to sufficiency of charge three in 
form and legal effect, met the same fate as 
those preceding. On the fifth specification, in 
which error was charged that specifications 
under charge three were insufficient in form 
and legal effect, the vote stood: For sustain- 
ing, 45; against, 75. 

Defeated on Every Specification. 

Thus every specification proposed by Dr. 
Snith in his appeal was voted down, the best 
showing being on the last specitication—No. 
12—which charged that the court erred in im- 
posing the penalty of suspension from the 
ministry, which penalty would be exceasive, 
even if he was guilty of the offense cha ; 
‘The vote was: To sustain, 54; against, 76. 

The moderator stated that as all the speci- 
fications had been voted down there was no 
necessity of a vote on the general proposition. 
but he made the concession to the minority 
to have the yeas and nays called on the 
twelfth specification as Dr. White demanded. 

Prof. Smith accepted the resuit quietly and 
gave notice of an. appeal to the General As- 
sembly. At-9 o’clock the court arose and 
then resumed as asynod. The Judicial com- 
mittee made a report on the Sprecher case 
—a majority and a minority report. The 
former was as follows: 

Without expressing an opinion as to whether 
the Presbytery of Cleveland took all the steps 

t were necessary in the case, yet in view of its 
evident desire to obey the instructions of the last 
synod, we recommend that no further action be 
taken by this body. At the same time synod 
cautions all its ministers to be exceedingly care- 
ful in their public utterances to avoid anything 

t may seem to impugn the authority of the 
holy sefiptures or to be at variance with the re- 
peated deliverances of our general assembly 
upon this subject. 

The minority report, which was signed by 
George 5. Mellor, advised the adoption of the 
following resolution: 

WHEREAS, It appears that the Presbytery of 
Cleveland, as far as they deemed practicable under 
all existing circumstanees,has Farried out the in- 
junction of the last synod,

ELECTRIC LIGHT PLANT DESTROYED. 


Brush Works at Baltimore Burned—Panic 
in the City Jail. 

Balnuonx, Md., Oct. 18.—The Brush Ele¢tric 
Light Works were destroyed by fire tonight. 
A spark fell from the machinery and ignited 
the wood work, which was saturated with oil. 
Within an hour the plant was in ruins and the 
city in darkness. The wind was blowing a 
gale and showers of sparks were carried a great 
distance.

road. Reports from New Smyrna say that 
the storm played havoc with that place, 
houses being blown away and other damage 
done. At Pablo Beach, a small seaside re- 
sort twenty miles from here,a number of 


houses were blown down, bulkheading 
carried away by the heavy seas, 
and the place flooded. Several res- 
idents narrowly escaped being killed. 


Mayport, a town at the mouth of the St.

HUNTING AN ELEPHANT IN LONDON 


Novel Chase in the Streets of the Metrop- 
olis of Great Britain. 

London Telegraph: An extraordinary oc- 
currence was witnessed in North London yes- 
terday. A monster bull elephant named Jim, 
which is said to have reached the age of 75 
years, and which for many years has been 


one of the features of Mr. George 
Sanger’s circus entertainments, has been 
for some days at Mr. Sanger’s depot 


in Woodville Grove, East St. Ann’s, near 
Tottenham. Yesterday afternoon Mr. Turn- 
er, the manager of the depot, took Jim and 
two Indian llamas for a walk through the 
streets. The llamas were led by boys, and 
Mr. Turher directed the elephant with the 
hooked stick usually used by keepers attached 
to one of the animal's ears. When outside the 
Manor House, Finsbury Park, the élephant, 
departing from its ordinarily docile disposi- 
tion, became restive, and breaking away from 
his keeper dashed ata rapid pace into Fins- 
bury Park, Neither railing nor fence proved 
any obstacle, and those bars which he could not 
step over the elephant wrenched up or broke 
down. 

After trumpeting loudly several times Jim 
charged the band stand and did considerabie 
damage. The keepersfound plenty of people 
willing to join in the chase, and it was no 
difficult matter to get up to the brute, but to 
secure him was not quite so easy a task. 
Leaving the park by the gates at the other 
end Jim ran into the Blackstock road, 
followed by several policemen and a large 
crowd of men and boys. All efforts to divert 
the animal’s course proved futile. He would 
not allow his keeper to 922 and when a 
crowd collected in front he quickly forced a 
passage by a few vigorous motions of his 
trunk. Passing into the stable of a fish- 
monger, he knocked down a man who went 
to the protection of a horse. Here Mr. Turner 
— a stout iron chain, but when he en- 
dea vored to fasten the elephant’s feet to- 
gether Jim swept all before him with his 
trunk, and quickly left the stable. Then he 
smartly trotted, via Highburyvale, into New- 
ington-turning, and next to the rear of the 


houses in New H 8 Park. A4 stout 
wall fell before his. ponderous blows, 
and six similar erections were de- 


stroyed, while much havoc was done to 
the gardens. Espying an opening into the 
road by the side of one of the semi-detached 
houses, Jim walked through a wooden fence 
and the garden wall. Roaming through va- 
rious — — ae ied’ bio Park, ene 
anything that im is progress, ele- 
— walked leisurely to the Ten River in 
Church street, Stoke Newington, and re- 
freshed himself with a drink of water. Then, 
breaking through the fence of The Willows 
Building estate, Park Lane, and leaving the 
estate by passing through the fence at the 
other end, the animal got into Albion road. 
The pursuers had by this time largely in- 
creased and great excitement prevailed. The 
police procured ropes and several futile en- 
deavors were made to secure the monster. 
Passing Newington Green and still causing 
general consternation, Jim walked down 
Matthias road into Boleyn road, Kingsland, 
where he was co ed into u yard 8 to 
Mr. Hutchinsou, carman, etc., but directly 
the gates were shut the runaway walked 
through them and journeyed on to Clapton 
via Dalston lane, domg considerable damage 
en route. At Lea Bridge an exciting in- 
cident occurred. A young man, bolder 
than the rest, tried to ivert the ani- 
mal’s head from the bridge. The brute 
resented this, and slashed at the young man 
with his trunk. The tip of the trunk caught 
the man’s right hand, and tore it open. An- 
other blow from the trunk caught the same 
person in the stomach, and sent him flying 
along the road for some yards. Bellowing 
loudly, the elephant took to the path by the 
river side, and carefully steered his way 
through a number of narrow passages to 
Spring hill. There he walked through the 
fence of a field belonging to Mr. Verdon,

Condition Similar to a Year Ago. 

New Orteans, La., Oct. 13.—The move- 
ment of the American cotton crop, as shown 
by Secretary Hester’s weekly New Orleans 
Cctton Exchange report. issued this after- 
noon, is practically the same as last season, 
the week’s gain having been but 285 bales. 
The report says: 

The first million mark was passed during the

NAPOLEON BONAPARTE AT Sr. HELENA. 


Recollections of the Conqueror as a Pris- 
oner- His Manners and Conversation. 

The following extracts are from the hitherto 
unpublished diary of the Secretary of the 
British Admiral, who conveyed Napoleon 
Bonaparte to St. Helena, and are printed in 
the October Century: 

About 2 o’clock Bonaparte came on board 
the Northumberland, accompanied by Lord 
Keith. On coming on deck he said to Sir 
George Cockburn (in French), Here I am, 
General, at your orders.“ He then begged 
to be introduced to the Captain, and asked 
the names of the different officers on deck, to 


what regiments they belonged, and other 


questions of triflimg import. He then, with 
Sir George Cockburn, Lord Keith, and some 
of his followers, went into the after cabin, 
where he was left. 

Thus this man, who but a short time since 
kept nations in dread, and had thousands at 
his nod, has descended from the Emperor to 
the General with a flexibility of mind more 
easily to be imagined than described. He is 
henceforth to be styled General, and by di- 
rections from our government he is to have 
the same honors and respect paid him as a 
British Gencral not in employ. 

At 6 p. m. dinner was announced, when 
all sat down in apparent good spirits, and 
our actions declared our appetites fully equal 
to those spirits. Gen. Bonaparate ate of 
every dish at the table, ‘using his fingers in- 
stead of a fork, seeming to prefer rich 
dishes to the plain dressed food, and not even 
tasting vegetables. Claret was his beverage, 
which he drank out of a tumbler, keeping the 
bottie before him. 

He conversed the whole of dinner-time, 
confining his conversation principally to the 
Admiral, with whom he talked over the whole 
of the Russian campaign, and attributed the 
failure of it in the first instance to the burn- 
ing of Moscow, in the next to the frost 
setting in much sooner than was expected. 
He said he meant only to have refreshed 
his troops for four or five days, and then 
to have pushed on for St. Petersbugg; but 
finding all his plans frustrated by the burn- 
ing a Moscow, and his army likely to 
perish, he hurried back to ris, setting 
out with a chosen bodyguard, one-half of 
which was frozen to death the first night. He 
said nothing could be more horrible than the 
retreat from Moscow, and indeed the whole of 
the Russian campaign; that for several days 
it appeared to him as if he were marching 
through a sea of fire, owing to the constant 
succession of villages in flames, which arose 
in every direction as far as the eye could 
reach. He said the burning of these villages, 
as well as of Moscow, was attributed to his 
troops, but that it was invariably done by the 
natives. 

After dinner he did not drink wine, but he 
took a glass of noyay after his coffee previous 
to rising from table. After dinner he walked 
the deck. After walking for some time he 
proposed a round game at cards, in compli- 
— with a the Admiral, Sir George 


Bingham, Capt. and myself assembled 
with Gen. Bona and his followers in the 
after cabin, re we played at vingt-un 
(which was the game n by the ex-Em- 


peror) till nearly 11 o’clock, when we all re- 
tired to our beds. 

The nextday he sat butashort time at 
dinner and then went on deck, where he 
walked, keeping his hat off and looking 
Wund «teadfastly and rather sternly to see 
ff the British officers did the same. How- 
ever, as the Admiral, after saluting the 
deck, put his hat on, the officers did the 
same (the Admiral having previously desired 
that the officers should not be uncovered), 
and thus not a British heid was uncovered, 
at which he was evidently piqued, and soon 
retired to the after cabin. is followers were 
constantly uncovered in his presence and 
watched his every motion with obsequious at- 
tention. 

The Rev. George Rennel, chaplain of the 
ship, who had been invited to dine with us, 
happening to sit opposite the General, the 
latter observed him witb peculiar attention, 
and during the whole of the dinner-time he 
was completely occupied in asking questions 
relative to the Protestant religion—asking 
what were the forms of our church service: 
whether we used music; whether we used 
extreme unction; whether we prayed for the 
dead; how many sacraments we had and how 
often the sacrament was performed; whether 
our religion was similar to either the Calvinist 
or Lutheran; whether length of time was 
necessary.to study and how long so before a 
clergyman could be ordained; how many dif- 
ferent sects of dissenters we had in England; 
whether we believed in transubstantiation— 
in fact, he asked almost every possible ques- 
tion. Afterdinner he walked until nearly dark, 
when he retired to the after cabin. 
shortly after, and, on taking up ofe of his 
books, of which he has a good collection, he 
asked me if I had ever read Ossian. I replied 
I had in English, when he said: “I do not 
know what it is in English, but it is fine in 
French,” and immediately offered me the 
book he had in his hand, and which was 
Ossian. After conversing a few minutes he 
asked: What is the hour?” and being 
told it was 8 he said: “It is time to 
play at vingt-un.“ Mme. Bertrand 
seeing that I appeared somewhat surprised, 
it bei Sunday evening, said: Do you 
never play cards on Sunday?“ I replied it 
was not custom Bonaparte said: “ Why, 
the upper circles* in London play cards on 
Sundays,” to which I assented. He then 
Said: The Admiral, I suppose, will not dis- 
like it. Send for bim and the Colonel” 
(meaning Sir George Bingham). Cards were 
produced and we played for about an hour 
but neither the Admiral nor Sir George 

ingham joined the party), when Bonaparte 
went to bed. 

Napoleon said many of his officers deserted 
previous tothe battleof Waterloo; and in 
speaking of the French Nation he said that 
the lower orders of the people were the 
most sincere and most firm, and at the 
tame time the best dispositioned in the 
world; but in the proportion as you rose in 
class their characters became the worse, 
and above the bourgeois they were too 
fickle and too volatile to be at all depended 
on. They had one principle for today and 
another for tomorrow, according to the cir- 
cumstances of the moment; and he attrib- 


‘uted his Waterloo disasters solely to the 
| disaffected officers of his army. In * calli 
of the battle he assured the Admiral he ha 


never for a moment mistook the Prussians 
for Grouchy’s division, but that he knew 
early in the day that the Prussians were 
— 3 on his flank; that this, however, 
gave him little or no uneasiness, as he de- 
pended on Gen. Grouchy also closing with 
him at the same time, and he had ordered a 
sufficient force to oppose the Prussians, who 
were in fact already checked. And he 
added that he considered the battle 
throughout the day to be very much in his 
favor, but that so soon as it was dusk the dis- 
affected officers promulgated the cry of 
“* Sauve qui peut!“ which spread such confu- 
sion and alarm throughout his whole line that 
it became impossible to counteract it or to 
rally his troops, situated as they were. But, 
he said, had it had been daylight an hour 
longer, he was positive the result would have 
been very different.

Anthony Comstock stirred up the Evan- 
gelical Conference yesterday morning. The 
audience, which was by no means inconsid- 
erable, grew somewhat demonstrative during 
the address. Mr. Comstock did not speak 
until well alongin the forenoon. He took 
for his subject ** The Foes of Society, Church, 
and State.“ 

He praised the wonderful beauty and 
grandeur of World's Fair and the genius 
that had produced it, then said he represented 
an exhibit which far eclipsed the highest con- 
ceptions of the World’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion—viz.: The 22,400,000 boys and girls 
under 21 years of age, who were the wards of 
this nation and its future hope of prosperity. 
He continued : 

These young ple will soon be guiding the 
destiny of the Nation, and it is of the utmost im- 
portance that their education, culture, — 
and spiritual development should be rightly di- 
vested. The last census discloses an awful har- 
vest to this seed Sowi of 1,000,000 habitual 
drunkards in the United States. From 75,000 to 
100,000 drunkards die each year. But this cen- 
sus report does not tell it all. It is silent as to 
the hundreds of thousands of heart-broken wives 
and mothers; of the millions of children reduced 
to squalor and want; of the homes that have been 
wrecked; of the many crimes caused; of the many 
reformatory institutions, prisons, penitentiaries, 
and jails needed to care for the ever-increasing 
brigade of criminals made by this curse of drink. 
Many other startling exhibits might be presented 
bearing upon this subject, particularly the fact 
that nearly $900,000,000 are spent annually for 
intoxicating liquors. Notwithstanding all these 
startling figures and facts, professing Christian 
men, reputable citizens and patriots require that 
the State go into r with this crime- 
breeder and demand that a fee be paid 
out of this blood money. 

Pays His Respects to Gambling. 

Mr. Comstock then denounced. in scathing 
terms the illegal traffic carried on by profes- 
sional gamblers, the keepers of lottery offices, 
farò banks, and pool-rooms, and the publish- 
ers of newspapers that give“ sure tips upon 
horse races. He continued: 

As showing the dominancy of the gambling 
mania over law, order, and moralslet me pre- 
sent a leaf from the records of the New York 
Society for the Suppression of Vice. In 1877 we 
first assailed the gambling and lottery establish- 
ments of New York City. For more than two 
years after we began to prosecute these criminals 
we found it was impossible to break their hold. 
The District Attorney would not 
of them to justice in the 

ity. It was not until 
after Cornell of the State had been 
appealed to and had issued his proclamation 
that we were able to bring these open violators 
of the law to justice. In Kings County, that 
Mecca for priz-fighters and gambling, we were 
obliged to arrest he Chief of Police and eight of 
his officers in the Town of Gravesend before wo 
could break the hold of the gambiers in that 
crime cursed town. [Applause] Appealed to b 
citizens in Queens County, we went to Long ISI- 
and City, and before we could break the gam- 
biers’ hold there we were obliged to present to the 
grand jury for indigtment a justice of the peace, a 
coroner, a policeman, and a prominent lawyer, 
who advised them in their efforts to obstruct and 
harass our agents while we were raiding tour 
. gambling establishments in that city. 
ater still, we went to Saratoga. The first four 
men out of epente coer professional gamblers 
whom we arrested for openly violating the law 
were peace officers, either deputy sheriffs or con- 
stables of the town, who were standing in the 
gambling booths and openly vi the law. 
Auditors Ask Questions, 

In closing Mr. Comstock gave a startling 
list of the books, pictures, and other articles 
of an immoral character which the society 
had seized and destroyed. When he had fin- 
ished speaking several questions were asked, 
to which he replied. 

One of his questioners, who gave the name 
of Dr. J. B. Cottrell of Kentucky, asked Mr. 
Comstock if he did not think it would be bet- 
ter for the preachers to keep to their own 
duties and not interfere with the pr ution 
of these people who encourage vice, as there- 
by they would simply be turning the world 
into one huge Golgotha. The reply of Mr. 
Comstock was crushing. He said that if the 
gentleman who asked the question saw 
that his child was being held into 
a buzz-saw by another man he would not 
think it his duty simply to stand by and 
quote serjpture to him. He would think it 
his duty fo take practical measures for the 
safety of the child. That was just exactly 
what the Society for the Suppression of Vice 
expected from the minister. It expected him 
to help create a moral sentiment which would 
raise the tone of society and make it easier 
for the law to be enforced against the venders 
of indecent prints and those who corrupted 
the minds of youth. 

The, Rev. George U. Wenner, D. D., of New 
York presented a paper on “The Inner Mis- 
sion of Germany,“ and the Rev. Dr. G. H. 
Herron of Iowa spoke upon The Christian 
Basis of Social Reform.“ 

Three strong papers were presented at the 
evening session bearing on the same subject 
—the church and social problems. The Rev. 
Graham Taylor, D. D., Chicago, discussed 
sociological training of the minister. The 
Rev. Dr. H. L. at and, editor of the Na- 
tional Baptist, Philadelphia, spoke upon “A 
Scientific Basis of Charity,“ and an address 
was given by Prof. Henry Drummond of 
Glasgow, entitled“ Christianity and the Evo- 
lution of Society.“ 


Political Reforms Discussed. 


_ In the sectional conference of the Evangel- 
ical Alliance John R. Commons, professor of 
political economy in the Indiana University 
delivered an address on Political Reforms.” 
He advocated proportional representation, 
the initiative and referendum, civil service re- 
form, and the secret ballot, and declared that 
all social reform must pass through the door 
of political reform. The Rev. Horace 8. 
Bliss spoke practically of the Penny Provi- 
dent Fund of New York, which has now 227 
stations where deposits are received. These 
stations are located in churches, restaurants, 
schools, and similar public places. In the 
last three years more than 60,000 persons 
have been depositors. The Rev. Horace G. 
Hoadley told of the codperation of all the 
Protestant churches in Waterbury, Conn., in 
organized charity work. 


DISINFECTION CHECKS PNEUMONIA, 


Unique Experiment Related at the Health 
Congress Session. 

Spanish was for the most part the official 
language of the Health Congress yesterday, 
while the Republic of Mexico was conspicu- 
ously represented in the list of speakers. At 
the morning session Dr. Jerome Cochran, 
State Health Officer of Alabama, gave an ac- 
count of an experiment which, so far as is 
known, stands alone in medical history. 

He related how an epidemic of pneumonia 
was checked by disinfection. The disease 
was of a most virulent type. It broke out in 
the Alabama State Prison in May, 1892. In 
this month over sixty cases were reported in 
u prison population of 600, while in Prison 
No. 2,onlya mile away, there was not a 
single case. The disease continued to spread 
in spite of all efforts to combat it until they 
decided upon a system of thorough disinfec- 
tion. Bedding and clothing were drenched in 
a solutior of bichloride of mercury, and in ad- 
dition the mattresses were subjected to the 
action of heat in a specially constructed steam 
chamber. The number of cases began to 
diminish as soon as the disinfection was com- 
menced, and in two weeks after not a single 
case was left. 

Dr. Charles N. Hewitt, Secretary of the 
Minnesota State Board of Health, argued for 
the restoration of vaccination as a preventive 
of smallpox. Dr. Hewitt has had a most ex- 
tensive experiencein the army, in institutions, 
and in private practice, and declared he was

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OPPOSING VIEWS ON VIVISECTION, 


Subject of Discussion at Final Session of 


the Humane Congress, 

Large audiences attended the final sessions 
of the Humane Congress yesterday morning 
and afternoon. President John G. Shortall, 
President of the American Humane Associa- 
tion and also of the Illinois Humane Society, 
read a paper in the morning on vivisection. 
He said every State, should’ pass a law that 
only such persons shall be permitted to vivi- 
sect who shall have obtained such proficiency 
in surgery as would entitle them to admission 
to practice and who shall obtain upon proper 
showing before a board of examiners, at least 
one-half of which shall consist of humane 
and disinterested persons, a license to vivi- 
sect. 

He said he could present rebutting testi- 
mony to those who defended vivisection. 
This testimony was from some of the most 
learned men in the profession, and all went to 
prove that the results of even old experiments 
on living quivering flesh had been meager, 
questionable, and unsatisfactory, while new 
ones, those now going on, were utterly futile, 
wanton, and inexcusable. 

Herant M. Keretchjin of Constantinople 
spoke extemporaneously upon the treatment 
of animals in Turkey and M. Leon Plarr 
made an address in French on the protection 
of animals and birds. 

The most interesting address made before 
the congress was that of the Rev. Jenkin 
Lloyd Jones, the first ker of the after- 
noon. His paper was entitled The Slaughter 
of the Innocents’ and was a beautiful, poetic, 
and strong plea for the preservation of feath- 
ered songsters. He severely depounced the 
custom of wearmg dead or their 
plumage upon the bonnet.

It is 
allowed that Senates at great councils are 
often troubled with redundant, ebullient, and 
other peccant humors; with many diseases of 
the head and more of the heart; with strong 
convulsions; with grievous contractions of 
the nerves and sinews in both hands, but 
especially the right; with spleen, flatus, verti- 
goes and deliriums; with canine appetites and 
crudeness of digestion, besides many others 
needless to mention, This doctor, therefore, 
proposed that upon the meeting of the Senate 
certain physicians should attend at the three 
first days of their sitting, and at the close of 
each day’s debate feel the pulses of every 
Senator, after which, maturely con- 
sidered and consulted upon nature of the 
several maladies and the methods ot cure, 
they should on the fourth day return to the 
Senate House, attended by their a ries, 
stored with proper medicines, and before the 
members sat administer to each of them leni- 
tives, aperients, abstersives, corrosives, re- 
stringents, palliatives, laxatives, cephalaigics, 
icterics, aphphlegmatics, coustics, as their 
several cases required, and, according us these 
medicines should operate, repeat, alter, or 
omit them at the next meeting.

SHOWS BIG INCREASE. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE OHIOAGO 
AND EASTERN ILLINOIS. 


For the Year Ending June 30 Earnings Are 
$4,446,959, Operating Expenses $2,795,- 
995—Net Earnings $264,000 More than 
the Previous Year and the Equipment 
Im Appointment of Receivers 
for Union Pacific May Cause It to Leave 
Western Passenger Association. — 

The annual report of the Chicago and East- 
ern Iliinois railroad company for the year 
ending June 30 was issued yesterday. It 
shows gross earnings from operation were 
$4,446,059, operating expenses $2,795,995, 
taxes $194,319, net earnings $1,456,644. 
The increase in net earnings over the previous 
year was $264,431. While the total earnings 
for the last year were $4,446,959, as against 
$3,775,546 for the previous year, the average 
rate received per ton per mile on freight was 
reduced from 61-100 of a cent to 59-100 ofa 
cent, and the average passenger rate increased 


from 1.58 cents per mile last year 
to 1.61 cents this year. The freight 
earnings increased 18.10 per cent, 


the passenger earnmgs 19.40 per cent, 
the mail, express, and miscellaneous 
earnings 3.88 per cent, and the total gross 
earnings increased 17.78 per cent; while the 
increase in freight-train service was 25.8 per 
cent; in locomotive service, 23.38 per cent; 
in fuel for locomotives, 22.86 per cent ; show- 
ing the relative proportion of earnings re- 
quired for these expenses is still on the in- 
crease. The earnings per mile of railroad in- 
creased during the last year from $7,869 to 
$9,265, a difference of $1,396. This in- 
crease the company would have been unable 
to make at the iow rates it receives for trans- 
portation had it not been for its low grades, 
largely improved facilities, and modern 
equipment, The meee than usual indebted- 
ness shown in the balance sheet is for con- 
struction, and the treasury of the company 
will be reimbursed for the same through the 
bonds it will be entitled to receive when the 
new road between Rossville and Siddell and 
the final ten miles of double track are fla- 
ished, all of which will be accomplished be- 
fore winter. During the last few years there 
have been added by purchase to its terminals 
in Chicago a large yard and freight depot near 
Twelfth street worth more than than $1,000,- 
000, a large addition to the freight yard at 
Thirty-fifth street costing over $200,000, a 
large addition to the yards at Oakdale, lar 
yards at Momence, and large additions to 
yards at Brazil. 


UNION PACIFIC MAY WITHDRAW. 


Appointmeut of Receivers for the Road 
Spoils a Compromise, 


At the meeting of the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation yesterday Art.8 of the agreement was 
further amended so as to allow Trans-Missouri 
lines to meet ail competitors, whether within or 
without the association, in regard to rates of 
mileage tickets and commissions. Before they 
might only meet outside competition. A com- 
promise had been fully arranged with General 
Passenger Agent Lomax of the Union Pacific 
whereby that road should remain in the associa- 
tion, but by the time the end of the negotiations 
was reached advices of receivers being appo int- 
ed for the road were received and Mr. — 
said he would be obliged to cancel the arrange- 
ment until the mind of the receivers could be ob- 
tained. It is not believed 2 have any ob- 
jection to the road remaining in the association. 
Should they. however, decide to stay out of the 
association it would make the continuance of the 
Trans-Missouri division of the association almost 
im pogsibie, as in that case the competitors of the 
Union Pacific would be compelled to withdraw 
theréfrom. 


More Trouble About Flour Rates. 

The waron flour rates from Minneapolis via 
lake and rail has been renewed. It was an- 
nounced yesterday that the Soo line had putin 
effect a rate on flour from Minneapolis to New 
York of 25 cents per 100 pounds (regular rate is 
80 cents). The Soo line claims it was compelled 
to take this action on account ofthe systematic 
cutting of rates by com lines. It is under- 
stood the New York Central shares in the re- 
daced rate made by the Soo line and some of the 
Central Traffic Association lines feel sore on that 
account. The reduced rates are not likely to be 
met by “other lines, as the navigation season 
rapidly drawing toa close. It is said Chairman 
Midgley has received authority from the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio to meet any rates over that route 
on export traffic that may made by any other 

nes. 


Receiver Asked for Mesaba and Northern. 

West Surerior, Wis., Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 
The contractors who built the last section of the 
Mesaba and Northern road from Stony Brook 
into Oneota have united and made application 
to have a receiver appointed for the road, claim- 
ing that it i= insolvent. The contractors have 
been deterred from taking any action sooner on 
account of the assurance that the Rockefellers 
were back of the road. Application for a receiver 
was made by Norris Shipley & Co. of Fairbault, 
who filed a lien on the property three weeks ago.

RECORD OF MINNESOTA’S GOVERNOR. 


How Knute Nelson Rose trom Newsboy to 
Chief Executive of a State. 

Of the notable characters taking part in the 
Minnesota celebration none stands out in 
clearer light than Minnesota’s Governor, 
Knute Nelson. Nelson, like hundreds of 
other men who have achieved business suc- 
cess in the West, began his career in Chicago. 
What would seem an insurmountable barrier 
to progress in the estimation of the average 
young American of today was made a step- 
ping stone to success by this restless, ener- 

etic Norwegian. He glories in the fact that 

e is an ex-Chicago newsboy. The history of 
Nelson’s early struggles comes direct to Tus 
Tripune through ex-Sheriff C. R. Matson, 
who was a fellow-struggler with him. 

Knute Nelson was born in a little town in 
Norway in 1842. His father died when he 
was an infant, and in 1849, with his widowed 
mother, he came to America and located in 
Chicago. His mother was as ambitious as 
her son and it was from the mother’s inde- 
pendence that the boy learned the lesson of 
self-reliance. The mother was too poor to 
pay the price of transportation for herself 
and boy, and they were absolutely destitute 
when they landed in Chicago. Young Nelso 
began to work hard from the beginning, an 
as newsboy, messenger, boothblack, and gen- 
eral convenience boy turned in a goodly sum 
of coin to his morther. Within one year he 
had not only supported his mother, but, aid- 
ed by her efforts, had paid off the loan that 
brought them to America. In 1852 the 
mother and son moved to Wisconsin, where 
the mother married again, and Knute went 
to work on a farm and attended a district 
school during the winter months, A you 
Irish teacher named Mary Dillon recogniz 
the talents of young Nelson and took particu- 
lar pains with him, and her efforts were re- 
warded by the extraordinary progress of the

lad. When Nelson became a successful law- 
yer he reciprocated the efforts of his teacher 
by seeing that she was well taken care of. He 
not only paid her necessary expenses, but had 
her visit his own home every summer. In 


wood and did odd jobs for his tu- 
ition. He and C. R. Matson occupied the 
same room and worked for their keep to- 
gether. Nelson and Matson used to alternate 
week about as cook. In 1861 he enlisted in 
the Fourth Wisconsin Regiment, and served 
in the civil war three years. He two 
wounds in consequence of his serv- 
ice. After his discharge be went 
back to Albion Academy and graduated. 
Then he went to Madison and begun the 
study of law in the office of the preseat 
United States Senator Vilas. He was elected 
to the Legislature and afterwards to the State 
Senate for two terms. In 1876 he moved to 
Alexandria, Wis., from which district he was 
elected for three consecutive terms to Con- 
gress. He refused a fourth term, and almost 
t his will was forced to run for Govern- 
or.

INSECT-INFECTED EXHIBITS. 


Prof. Riley Reports There Is Little Danger 
of the Pests Increasing. 

Prof. C. V. Riley, the Government Ento- 
melogist, has made a complete report to Chief 
Buchanan of the Agricultural Department re- 
garding the danger said to exist from insect- 
infested foreign exhibits. The report con- 
clusively proves that there has been unneces- 
sary alarm, and that the danger of widespread 
infection is not great. Forty different species 
are enumerated as infecting the different ex- 
hibits, but of these twenty-two are dismissed 
as of no consequence. In this category are in- 
cluded the rice weevil and the grain moth, 
which are most common in the exhibits, and 
which have created the greatest amount of un- 
favorable comment. Of the remaining spe- 
cies, which are new or little known in North 
America, but four are of serious consequence. 
These are from Mexico, Liberia, and Trinidad, 
and the exhibits infested by them are of limit- 
ed extent. Prof. Riley points out how easily 
these may be disinfected and destroyed. Prof. 
Riley has not yet reported on the exhibits of 
furs, hides, woolens, etc., as he feels that 
these are of secondary importance. 


Weather at the Fair. 

The automatic instruments in operation at the 
Weather Bureau Exhibit recorded .weather con- 
ditions at the World's Fair up to 5 p. m. yester- 
day as follows: There has been but little change 
in temperature, the minimum reaching 51° 
shortly before 2 a. m., and the maximum 54 at 
S p. m. Thursday the temperature at 5 p. m. 
was 52°. The highest wind velocities occurred 
between 8:30 and 10:15 a. m., during which 
time three velocities of twenty miles per hour 
were recorded. The direction of the wind was 
generally northerly. Rain began at 3:10 p. m. 
and light showers continued until 4:20 p. m., 
when the fall became considerably heavier, .08 
1g an inch being recorded between that time and 

p. m.

NEW LAW IS POPULAR 


INVESTIGATION OF BUILDING AND 
LOAN SOOIETIES APPROVED. 


Auditor Gore Says the Work Is Now Pro- 
gressing Smoothly and People Like Ite 
It Is Proving Efficacious as a Protective 


Measure, Though but Few Irregular- 
ities Are Being Discovered- Collection 


of Charges Creating a Little Difficulty 
Stamped as a Forger. : 
Sprinerie.p, III., Oct. 13.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Gore, Auditor of Public Accounts, today 
gave to the press the following statement 
concerning the workings of the law passed by 
the last Legislature requiring the Auditor to 
examine building and loan associations an- 


nually: 

We began these examinations early in July. 
soon after the law went into effect, and have now 
spent something ger three months in the work, 
so that we are able to speak with a of cer-' 
tainty concerning the effect of the law, At the 
beginning, the examinations being in the nature} 
of an innovation, were not conducted without fric-| 
tion, but were the subject of much faultfinding by 
parties interes and otherwise; but at this 
time the work is progressing smoothly, and in 
most instances we find the 8 indorse 
and codperate in the work heartily. We very 
frequently receive requests from associations 
for an early examination, show they regard 
the work as of as much value to them as it can 

to any one else. We have selected our in- 
spectors with great care, haying ins t 
competency for the work should be the first 
qualification, and as a result we are doing 
a class of work that would becreditable to any 
State. The work comprehends a searching in- 
vestigation of books and accounts, an inspection 
of notes, mortgages, and insurance policies, and 
where any suspicions circumstances (such as a 
large loan to an officer or to a borrower who is 
delinquent in his payments) seem to demand it. 
the propery offered as security is viewed and ap- 
praised. : 

It is a gratifying fact that so far but few irreg- 
ularities have n discovered, although many 
things have been found which, while due to care- 
lessness, would, if persisted in, occasion a loss to 
the associations, such as failgre to have notes 
signed, stock assigned, A2 2 acknowledged 


or recorded, or to have imsd¢rance effected on 
improved property, offered as security, or in 
many instances to attach the mortgage clause 
to insurance policies. In a number of instances 
books have been found which were r inude- 
quate to the needs of the ation or kept in 
such a Manner as to almost destroy their useful- 
ness—a condition usually „. from the elec - 
tion to the position of Secretary. of some member;

Proper Notifications Given. | 


In all instances where irregularities are found 
or where the business of the association is being 
conducted in an unsafe manner the inspector’ 
calls the Secretary’s attention to such matters.

to the President and ry of the as- 
sociation requiring them correct such 
irregularities within sixty dayg At the expira- 
tion of the sixty days allowed By the notice these 
associations will be called u by the inspector, 
who will ascertain whether or not these irregn-' 
larities have been corrected, and if not the as- 
sociation will be reported to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, who will proceed against it im accordance 
with the provisions of the law. 

The matter that has been hardest to adjust to 
the satisfaction of all conce has been the 
amount and the method of collection of charges’ 
for examications. We have, hdéwever, lately 
adopted a plan which we 1 * to work satis- 
factorily, and which is for the charges to be col- 
lected by the auditor and not by the inspector, as 
was formerly done. This change was thought ad- 
visable, as in some instances associations hesitated 
about paying the inspectors until they could 
correspond with the Auditor, thereby greatly in- 
conveniencing the inspector and ad to the 
already heavy work of the office help. | 

Taking it all in all the supervision of building 
and loan associations by the State is, in my opin-

The plaintiff alleges that all of the bonds 
were issued and $80,000 worth were sold by 
defendant to equip and operate its lines. 

J 1 Dundy today on the application of 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust company of 
New York, representing the bondholders, 
made an order appointing Ellis L. Bierbower 
and Alonzo B. Hunt permanent receivers of 

American Water-Works company, the 
Omaha plant. The receivers filed their bonds 
this afternoon and at once assumed charge. 

The scheme of Omaha and Chicago capital- 
ists to construct a canal a distance of sixty 
miles, by which the waters of the Platte 
River will be brought to Omaha and utilized 
for power, drinking , ete., was dis- 
cussed by the County Commissioners today.

The first six months of 1892 were spent by 
Dr. J. M. Rice in mak ing a close study of the 
public schools of thirty-six cities in the east- 
ern part of the United States and in the Mis- 
sissippi Yalley, so as to form an idea of the 
‘public school system of this country. The 
Cities visited ranged in size from New York and 
Chicago to La Porte, Ind., and Davenport. It is 
Dr. Rice’s opinion, and he is doubtless cor- 
rect in it, that he went to enough places and 
inspected personally enough schools to enable 
him to arrive at certain definite conclusions 
regarding the American school system as a 
whole. The results of his observations which 
appeared first as a series of articles in the 
Forum have been printed in book form, sub- 
stantially as they appeared in the magazine. 

Those who have respect for Dr. Rice’s judg- 
ment will be pained to see that he thinks very 
poorly of the Chicago schools, especially the 
primary ones. He says: 


The number of classes into which our schools 
may be divided is three: In the first class I place

The author's division ot the satisfaction of 
wants directly and indirectly by labor is not 
clear. If it is not the labor of the farmer 
but the corn he grows that satisfies his wants, 
is it not the brief of the lawyer and not his 
labor that satisfies a want? Yet the author 
would say that the lawyer satisfies a want di- 
rectly the farmer indirectly. It does not 
seem that this classification has subsequently 
served the author for any special purpose. 

In the chapters on private property, social- 
ism, and the ownership of natural resources 
there are some acceptable statements. Here 
one sees gaining ground the opinion that so- 
cialism strikes at the highest principles 
of manhood and would tend to give 
us a lower grade of men; that social- 
ism is the slavery of the individual 
with the majority for his master. Some ad- 
vanced ground is taken on the question of the 
private ownership of natural resourcés. The 
author would not have us adopt the jubilee 
year in the laws of Moses, but he considers 
the basic principle of such a year worthy of 
much study. Denying the right of private 
2 and natural resources does not with 

im obliterate the institution of private prop- 
erty. Each one is to have the ownership of 
what he creates by his labor, physical and 
mental. Since he does not create natural re- 
sources he isto be denied private ownership 
in them. 

On the economical use of all the resources, 
labor, produced wealth, resources of nature, 
and the like, the author sometimes treats the 
question scientifically, but more often leaves 
much to be taken for granted. He trips in 
the inning in trying to hold to his defini- 
tion of political economy, as having for its 
subject the satisfaction of human wants 
rather than production. He holds that many 
of these wants are satisfied directly by labor 
without the intervention of wealth at all, fail- 
ing to see that in unything but the first stages 
of civilization wants could not be so satisfied. 
Today the smallest want of the humblest 
laborer, if that want is to be satisfied by ma- 
terial good, cannot be satisfied without the in- 
tervention of wealth, If one picks berries in the 
wildwoods he must usea pail, wear clothes, 
eat food to sustain life, all before he gets the 
berries, and thus wealth intervenes. 

In his discussion of money the author ap- 
proaches scientific method. He regards it 
better to have a depreciation in the value of 
money rather than an appreciation. This 
does inure to the benefit of debtor, to the 
harm of the creditor, but he holds that as 
money depreciates there isa greater demand 
for it; hence interest holds up sufficiently to 
reimburse the creditor for his loss in the de- 
preciation of his loanable capital. 

On the whole the book is well written. 
While it is largely given up to preaching in 
place of scientific discussion much of it is 
good preaching. The language is simple; its 
meaning is clear. (Principles of Political 
Economics. By Grover Pease Osborne, 
Cincinnati: Robert Clarke & Co.) 


The French in North America, 

The History of Illinois and Louisiana 
Under the French Rule cannot be called a 
valuable book, nor can it be condemned as a 
worthless one. It seeks to give in the compass 
of 430 pages a condensed sketch of the 
French dominion in North America, especial- 
ly in the Valley of the Mississippi. As that 
dominion covereda vast area territorially 
and endured for nearly two and a half cen- 
turies from Cartier’s first voyage to the 
capture of Quebec the scope of this history is 
not a small one. Its chiefest merit is 
that it embraces in one volume informa- 
tion which previously had to be sought 
in many. The author does not claim to have 
made any original researches or startling dis- 
coveries. He has studied Parkman, Shea, and 
other standard writers, and has made up his 
narrative from them. He has a little to say 
about Canada, more about Louisiana, and con- 
siderable about what will be more interesting 
to Western * readers—the travels and dis- 
coveries of La Salle, Joliet, ‘Hennepin. 
etc., the early French settlements in what 
is now Illinois, the character, manners, 
and customs of the early settlers, how 
they lived and how they were ov- 
erned. Many of the details given regarding 
this period in the history of IIlinois are taken

Itcame early in the afternoon, as 
the hours of labor and business were not many. 
It was the rule to forget the cares of the day and 
put away anxiety, as far as possible, in Bre ara- 
tion for it, n of time was taken to fully en- 
joy it. Not that the population were pee 
devoted to eating; they looked more to the civil- 
ities and socialities than to the indul- 
gence of the appetite. Cleanliness was 
particularly observed in person and in 
table habits. Promptness was expected of 
every one, anda careful consideration for the 
comfort and pleasure of others was mäintained. 
Each one took bis place, without eagerness or 
disorder. The service was deliberate, and in 
courses—chemically right foods being served to- 
gether. Tables were padded to limit the noise 
of dishes. Persoral peculiarities of taste were 
ignored or not referred to. Noise in eating was 
scrupulously avoided. Pigs for that, they said, 
not men. Children were so instructed, but not 
atthe table. Rapidity was not indulged, for the 
same reason. A famished manner was offensive. 
Excess in quantity also. Repletion was as ob- 
jectionable as voracity. The dishes served, their 
costliness and preparation were not elaborately 
discussed. Dining was else and more thanfeeding. 

The book goes in this strain ad nauseam. 
Mr. Russell does not seem to be deeply 
versed in any of the matters on which he di- 
lates ; but as the subject of newspapers is con- 
ceded to be free to all without respect to their 
qualifications he may be heard to the extent 
of a few paragraphs: 

Journalism was pitched on a low key, and set 
about on the ordinary tone of a familiar letter or 
conversation. A man fully possessed of his sub-

during periods of panic, or when the money 
market suddenly becomes and long remains 
stringent, many who may ordinarily be 
classed as solvent are forced to the wall and 
obliged to suspend payments—in many in- 
stances practically forced into failure. For 
this reason it will be seen that in periods such 
as have been described the ratio of assets to 
liabilities becomes naturally much higher 
than when business is more nearly normal, 
so the relative severity of any money strin- 
gency or of panic during a given period may 
be measured by the abnormal increase 
in ratio of assets to liabilities of those sus- 
pended or failing. With this explanation the 
relative severity of the recent nic in the 
money market, particularly when com- 
pared with the disturbance in May, 1884, is 
made plain by referring to the foregoing tab- 
ular exhibit, in which it is shown that the 
assets of firms, individuals, and concerns re- 
ported embarrassed amount this year to 70 
per cent of the total liabilities at dates of fail- 
ure, an extraordinary as well as an unprec- 
edented showing. 

New York City alone, of all localities speci- 
fied in the accompanying records, has shown 
a moderating tendency during the last nine 
months so farasthe number of embarrass- 
ments is concerned, reporting only 556, as 
compared with 565 a year ago. The liabili- 
ties, however, are more than three times as 
large as in the like portion of last year, which 
points to a relatively more normial condition 
of metropolitan business affairs than is shown 
by the record of the Middle States as a whole, 
the liabilities of the latter having been four 
times as large this year as last. 

Bradstreet’s prints a table furnishing the 
number of failures for nine months having 
liabilities each of $100,000 or more, together 
with aggregate debts, classided by trades. As 
was to be expected, embarrassed banks and 
banking institutions led with the extraordi- 
narily heavy total of 300 (out of 670 
in all), owing $155,256,759 out of 
$274,745,496. In nine months of 
1892 only seventeen banks owing 
$100,000 or more each suspended; in 
the year before only thirty-five, and ina like 
share of 1890 only eleven, all with relatively 
small liabilities. In point of number the 
next largest group of $100,000 failures this 
year is among lumber dealers and manufac- 
turers, but if aggregate debts be taken as the 
measure, failures of $100,000 or more each 
among manufacturers of iron and steel rank 
second. Failures were also numerous and 
heavy among manafacturers of and dealers 
in furniture, hardware, and metals, leather, 
hides, clothing, and woolens.

THE PARALYZED SENATE. 

The Senate of the United States after a little 
more thana century of legislative life has 
ceased to be a legislative body. It has su- 
rendered its powers asa part of the law-mak- 
ing department of the government. Instead 
of remaining a coadjutor of the House it has 
become a drag upon it. It exists henceforth 
only to veto what the House may do when- 
ever a minority in the Senate feels inclined to 
defeat a measure sent up from that body. 

Just as the physical endurance test was be- 
ginning Senator Voorhees said to Senator 
Dubois: We will see who fails in this 
struggle before we get through. I feel that 
my feet are ona rock. There I shall stand 
„and vindicate a great and mighty principle— 
„the right of the majority to govern.” 

He stood on his rock for about forty-two 
hours, and then it turned out that he was 
standing on a sand-heap, which crumbled be- 
neath him. Senator Dubois doubtless exults. 

So it has been settled that the repeal bill 
cannot be passed except with the consent of 
the minority, until the grotesque Senate rules 
are changed. Senator Voorhees said Wednes- 
day that this must be done. He remarked: 

This episode in our history will result in re- 
forming the rules of this body, I am ready at 
the prover time—not in a heated struggle, not the 
present—to vote for some measure by which a de- 
termination can be reached. Otherwise this body 
will lose its proper influence before the American 
people and the world. ; 

There is no disagreement among intelli- 
gent Americans on this point. Seeing the 
state of impotence to which the Senate has 
reduced itself by adherence to rules which 
were made when Senators were gentlemen, 
when they knew and did not trespass on the 
rights of others and were not forgetful of 
their duties to their country, Judge Cooley 
says: 

On the status of the silver bill in the Senate 1 
must confess to being in a mood far from agreea- 
ble. If itis true the majority cannot force a 
vote a revolution basin some manner been ef- 
fected in the government—it is no longer the gov- 
ernment our fathers created, but one so changed 
by one legislative body that a minority in that 
body may at pleasure defeat any legislative 
measures. I feel humiliated as an American citi- 
zen—more than that, I feel robbed of liberties 
that would never have been voluntarily surrend- 
ered by the people. The Constitution is violated 
in one of its most important particulars; and 
not, so far as we can see, for once merely, but in 


ea way that for all time leaves it at the mercy of a 


few persons, 

But when and how are the rules to be altered? 
According to the principle to which the Senate 
has committed itself they can be changed only 
with the consent of the minority. Is it to be 
assumed that the minority will surrender the 
nullifying obstructive power with which it 
finds itself armed? Any alteration without 
the consent of the minority would be a crime”’ 
in Senator Voorhees’ eyes. He said he would 
us scon think of committing open high 
treason or private murder.“ Therefore, it 
may be taken for granted that the minority is 
in the saddle and will not be unhorsed. 

The doctrine of minority rule was estab- 
lished first when the majority failed to pass 

national elections or force bill, because 
the minority said it must not be done. A 
Democratic Senate has indorsed that doctrine 


the Sherman law can be passed, because the 
minority says it must not be done. So it ap- 
pears that the people might as well look for- 
ward to an era of minority rule of dog-in-the- 
manger government, doing nothing and not 
allowing others to do anything. 

There are other bills to come before the 
Senate which other minorities will say shall 
not be passed. A billhas gone up from the 
House to repeal the Federal election laws. 
The Republican minority can now say it shall 
not pass. Then under the peculiar rules of 
the Senate that ends it. In the course of time 
the House, which still legislates, will send up 
a bill to repeal or seriously modify the Mc- 
Kinley law. The Republican minority will 
say that it must not pass. The Democrats in 
spite of their majority and pledges to the 
voters will be unable to pass it, because the 
rules of the Senate which their Senators up- 
hold give to the minority in that body the 
right to veto any bill they are opposed to. 

The Senate has decided that ite rules are 
of more binding force than the Constitution. 
The latter created the Senate to legislate. 
The former deprives it of that power except 
where almost unanimous consent can be ob- 
tained. Unless there is a change then, the 
only active part played by the Senate wili be 
to help pass appropriation bills. No Senators 
as yet object tothem. For other purposes of 
legislation the Senate will be non-existent, 
until the disgusted people reform a body 
which refuses to reform itself.

NECESSARY INGREDIENTS OF A SILVER 
COMPROMISE. 

The plan of forcing the passage of the re- 
peal bill by a test of animal endurance and 
sitting up of nights having failed, and the 
cause of unconditional repeal having there- 
fore also failed by that ridiculous method, 
there will bd more talk than ever of com- 
promise on the part of all the free silverite 
Democratic Senators. Each of them will 
¢ome forward with hid plan, which will differ 
from the others in that it will have a little 
more or less flat in it. All of them will in- 
volve a larger or smaller addition to the stock 
of gilver, with increased danger of a slump. 
A few of them may provide for a small and 
begrudging addition to the stock of Treasury 
gold. Not one of then, yet offered is such as 
any Republican Senator should think or 
dream of entertaining. 

If unconditional repeal is impossible under 
the grotesque rules of the Senate there is no 
harm in telling the would-be compromisers 
that their plans cannot be considered for a 
minute by honest-money men unless they 
contain certain elements of financial safety. 
For instance, some of the com promisers sug- 
gest that the outstanding silver stock of short 
dollars be raised to eight hundred millions. 
With that amount of silver dollars each of 
which is worth intrinsically now but little 
more than half its face, and may have still 
less intrinsic value five years hence, there 
should be a constant gold reserve of over 
rather than under two hundred millions to 
assure the maintenance of the silver certifi- 
cates at their highly artificial parity. There 
is now in the Treasury a reserve of about 
ninety-three millions of gold to protect the 
legal tender greenbacks and Sherman certifi- 
cates. There should be a reserve of about 
$300,000,000 to protect the 51, 150.000.000 
of contemplated silver certificates and green- 
backs. 

In the next place clear, full, and unques- 
tioned power should be given to the Secretary 

of the Treasury to maintain that reserve con- 
tinuously at the figure given above. At pres. 
ent he sees his scanty stock of gold dwindling 


and is unable to replenish it, If it should

In the next place the hands of the Secre- 
tary must be fettered by no proviso that he 
must sell bonds drawing some low specified 
rate of interest, such as 2 or 3 per cent. He 
must be authorized to sell them for such rates 
of interest as will fetch the gold. There are 
times when it may be absolutely necessary to 
offer 4 per cent to get gold to protect the par 
value of our silver paper money. It may be 
that if he were to try to sell 244 or 3 per Gent 
bonds he might be unable to do it, owing to 
some competing demand for gold. He must, 
therefore, be given a free hand to maintain 
his redemption reserves. It is the manifest 
duty of the anti-free silver Senators to see 
that the Secretary is not deprived of discre- 
tion, and so tied up that he can do nothing 
to protect the credit of the currency of the 
country, but must wait supinely for Congress 
to meet and authorize him, after weeks and 
months of talk, to do something, with a panic 
raging and the currency at a discount. 

The Democrats may lend a willing ear to 
compromises which lack these safeguards. 
The sound money Republican Senators can- 
not afford to do so, but should work unitedly 
and energetically to prevent any compromise 
which leaves the currency to the hazard of a 
slump. Their duty to their constituents and 
the instructions of their party platform re- 
quire them to fight for honest money to the 
end of the struggle. Though in the minority, 
the responsibility for the preservation of the 
national credit and of good money rests large- 
ly on them. 

So when the free silverites, flushed with 
their recent victory, come forward with com- 
promises which they hope will give them by 
indirection what they think they cannot get 
directly, the Republican Senators must reject 
those compromises contemptuously until 
those who offer them will amend them in such 
a manner as to deprive them of all merit in 
the eyes of their authors—and that will be by 
forcing them to recognize the gold standard, 


TERESTS.“ 

Senator Wolcott made a stirring appeal re- 
cently “against the proposed surrender to 
British interests in connection with national 
finances and the national currency. He and 
others who chant the cry of independence 
are raising a false issue, a mere bugaboo, in 
order to call off the popular attention from 
the real merits of the case. What do they 
mean by being independent of Great Britain? 
The people of the British Isles have been for 
a great many years on a gold basis, All their 
money is gold or redeemable in gold on de- 
mand. Gold is their legal and practical cur- 
rency. Hence, whenever an English importer 
wishes to buy anything from a merchant in 
another country he takes his local currency 
to a bank and gets for it exchange in 
gold bullion on substantially even terms. 
If he buys wheat, flour, corn, cotton, or pe- 
troleum from the sellers in the United States, 
coffee from Brazil, tea from China, or silver 
from Mexico he gets a bill of exchange on 
payment of its value in gold without any de- 
duction beyond the small percentage which 
constitutes the profit, of the banker on the 
transaction. The same rule obtains in all the 
other leading countries of Europe. The im- 
porter in France, Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
and other lands pays for bills of exchange in 
a currency which may be said to be on a par 
with gold bullion. He experiences no diffi- 
culty in converting his currency into gold ex- 
change without a shave, and this for the rea- 
son that the currency he handles is worth its 
face in gold bullion. If he chose to ship the 
coin abroad instead of negotiating a bill it 
would be credited to him by the foreign mer- 
chant att its bullion value, the same as at 
home, 

The United States is on the same basis, and 
has been there ever since the close of 1878. 
If a merchant in thiscountry wants to pay for 
goods coming from abroad he can take any 
kind of money now in circulation to the bank- 
er and obtain for it foreign exchange at its 
face value. No matter whether it be gold, 
gold certificates, treasury notes, silver certi- 
ticates, or national bank notes he can get gold 
exchange to an amount equal to the face 
value of his money. What the free silverites 
and Populists mean, when they demand 
that the United States shall declare its in- 
dependence of British interests,“ is, that this 
country shall declare its independence of 
these financial and commercial methods 
of the whole civilized world. In effect 
they ask that this country shall have 
a local currency which shall not be converti- 
ble into that of the other commercial nations 
on equal terms. They want acurrency that 
will be subjected to a heavy shave whenever 
the holder of a parcel of it wishes to use it 
for the purpose of paying money abroad. 
They want us to go back to the old condition 
of things which existed during the seventeen 
years ending with 1878. In those days when 
the owner of United States currency wanted 
to pay for foreign goodshe did not know how 
much his money was worth until he had taken 
it to a broker and ascertained how much that 
gentleman was willing to pay for it. The 
condition of things in this respect was much 
the same as it is today in Mexico and the 
South American silver standard States. Of 
course there was all the time a fluctuation in 
the actual value of the money, as deter- 
mined by the amount of it necessary to buy 
$100 in gold. There was great uncertainty, 
and no small hazard in the handlingof money 
and goods, all of which amounted to an inter- 
ference with the current of trade and com- 
merce, and enhanced the prices which the 
consumer had to pay for his goods, because 
the merchant charged for the extra risk in- 
vol ved. 

The flatists and free silverites, who want to 
differentiate the United States from the great 
nations of Europe, have pitched upon this 
particular thing as the one on which we shall 
be independent.“ One would think that 
enough of difference consists in the facts that 
we havea democratic representative form of 
government of and by the people, 
after a fashion that is unknown in 
Europe; that we are free from the 
curse of a standing army, and have no union 
of Church with the State; that in all things 
which tend to their own advancement and 
prosperity the people of the United States are 
as free ag air, unrestrained by entangling al- 
liances or afflicted by warring neighbors. One 
would think these things were sufficient in- 
signia of independence and progress. But it 
seems they are not enough for the fiatists and 
silver monometallists, who profess to want 
the country to show its independence by 
adopting a debased, depreciated currency, 
hampering and shackling the commerce of its 
people, and enabling the dishonest ones 
among them to repudiate their obligations, 
though that involye the ruin of the rest. To 
a person of ordinary intelligence it should 
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seem that kind of independence would be 
about as much of à success as would be the 


| cutting off the nose in order to spite the face. 


The real object of this plea for “ independ- 
ence of British interests is a wish to rob of 
42 per cent of their just dues those of the peo- 
ple who have money credits tor property sold 
or services rendered. That is the real pur- 
pose of Morgan, Allen, Wolcott, Pugh, and 
the rest who are mouthing about the British 
lion. Theexistence of sucha British conspira- 
ey as they allege they well know to be sheer 
humbug. They are in much the same position 
as was Senator Wolcott recently, who, when 
after having made certain statements in rela- 
tion to free coinage, said privately to Edward 
Atkinson: Of course, you do not think I 
am such a d—d fool as to believe that.“ 


STILL ANOTHER RAILROAD HORROR. 

Another terrible railroad disaster has oc- 
curred, this time on the Michigan Central 
railroad at Jackson, Mich. At 9:40 yester- 
day morning the first section of an excursion 
train filled with people from the vicinity of 
Oswego, N. Y., was standing on the track. 
The second section came up and the ehgineer 
observing the signal to keep back sought to 
do so but, according to his statement, the air 
brakes failed to work and his train ran into 
the rear of the first section, telescoping two 
coaches, killing eighteen persons and maim- 
ing more or less severely fifty-two others. It 
wasa terrible ending to the excursion of 
World’s Fair visitors. Nearly all the excur- 
sionists were from New York and probably 
were congratulating themselves on the near 
approach to the end of their journey and 
felicitating themselves on their coming pleas- 
ure when death came into their midst so sud- 
denly and in such terrible shape. 

The disaster of yesterday is the eighth which 
has occurred within the last eight weeks, in- 
volving the death of 96 persons and the maim- 
ing of 203 others. Of these weekly disasters 
six were the results of collisions—namely, 
those on the Long Island and the Harlem 
roads Aug. 26; the Fort Wayne at Colehour, 
III., Sept. 7; the Big Four at Manteno, III., 
Sept. 18; the Wabash at Kingsbury, Ind., 
Sept. 22; and two were occasioned by broken 
bridges—namely, on the Atlantic and Dan. 
ville Aug. 16 and on the Boston and Albany 
Aug. 31. Of all these disasters that on the 
latter road was the worst, 17 having been 
killed and 28 injured, but the collision at 
Jackson was still worse than this. With one 
exception, a derailment caused by an open 
switch on the Big Four road at Alton Junc- 
tion, III., by which 32 were killed and 36 in- 
jured, last January, the Jackson disaster is 
the most destructive that has occurred this 
year. From such intelligence as has come to 
the time of the present writing the engineer 
of the second section does not appear to have 
been at fault. He noted the signal and obeyed 
its indications, but his efforts to bring his 
train to a standstill were useless, as the air 
brakes failed to respond. In numerous others 
of these cases, however, the fatal results were 
clearly attributable to criminal negligence. 
At a time when the tracks everywhere are 
filled with trains running in sections and 
crowded with passengers it would seem that 
more than ordinary precautions shpuld be 
taken, but just the reverse appears to be the 
case in some instances. It has been stated by 
prominent railroad officials that signals can 
be so arranged that collisions will be im possi- 
ble. Then why are they not? Or are the 
roads employing incompetent men? Is it not 
time to demand that engineers, firemen, and 
brakemen shall be subjected to the severest 
examinations and tests before they are given 
positions of responsibility ? 


THE ASTONISHED ENGLISHMEN. 
Speaking of the physical endurance attempt 
to pass the repeal Dill the London Times says: 


The determining of an economic question by 
an appeal to physical endurance is little removed 
from the medieval ordeal of battle.” Yet this 
absurd Old World remedy is being applied in 
the center of the most essentially modern form 
of government, 


The Chronicle says: 


The spectacle is ludicrous and contemptible. 
If physical endurance is to be the legislative 
court of appeals communities must hasten to get 
themselves represented in their Senates by ath- 
letes. 


The Telegraph is of the opinion that legis- 
lation in the Senate is being reduced to an 
absurd stalemate.” 

There is nothing todo but to plead guilty. 
The English papers state the exact truth. They 
could have said more than they did ‘and have 
stated that while the most essentially mod- 
“ern form of government, the form of govern- 
ment of an essentially progressive people, 
had struck its flag to filibusters and had 
deeided that the majority could not rule, 
„the House of Commons when confronted 
by a similar difficulty had cut the Gordian 
**knot and vindicated the rights of the major- 
‘‘ity.”” In 1882 business was obstructed by 
the Irish members much as it is now by the free 
silverites. The majority tried to sit down on 
the minority but failed. Finally the Speaker 
announced that he should listen to no more 
speeches but put the question to a vote. In 
doing this he “ outraged the precedents” of 
six centuries. He committed what he himself 
regarded asa revolutionary act. But it had 
to be done if the House of Commons was to 
remain a legislative body, and he did it. Sub- 
sequently a closure rule was passed which 
has worked admirably and has not inter- 
fered with legitimate freedom of debate, 


After having had the matter under consid- 
eration for several anxious months the Judges 
of the United States-Court of Appeals in this 
city have decided to remove their court to 
Milwaukee. In the order which théy have is- 
sued the Judges assign the insecurity of the 
Government Building as a sufficient cause for 
the action they have taken. Apart from the 
inadequacy of the building itself, its wretched 
accommodations and its disgraceful service, 
which would be sufficient cause for a change, 
Judge Woods says: Even if we personally 
had no fears of the safety of the building it 
would not be right to compel others to come 
into it during the sitting of court. I believe 
myself that there is no danger of a general 
collapse, but there is every likelihood that 
some section of it may come down at any 
moment. Itis not necessary that the entire 
building should fall to accomplish the de- 
struction of perhaps half a dozen persons.“ 
The District-Attorney shares the convictions 
of the Judges and believes thata new build- 
ing is needed at once for the proper transac- 
tion of the business of the court. 

The step taken by the Federal Judges em- 
phasizes the necessity for the prompt action 
of Congress. After this general verdict of con- 
demnation upon the part of the court, the 
architects, and all the inmates of the build- 
ing, arrangements should be made at once to 
pull down the old ramshackle structure, which 
is disintegrating and sinking slowly but sure, 
ly, and replace it by another which shall offer 
the maximum of security combined with the 
highest adaptability to the business of the 
government. Its successor should be a com- 
mercial building, covering the entire square, 
eight or ten stories in height, and construct- 
ed upon the Chicago steel and terra-cotta 
plan. Forsucha building Congress should 
appropriate not to exceed four millions of 
dollars. It should be strong, light, and airy . 
instead of being what the present building is 
—a dungeon, constructed upon the old fort- 
ress plan with walls two or three times thicker 
than is necessary, and resting upon an inse- | 


cure keeping out light, and air 
and ing thorough ventilation and sanita- 
tion impossible. The present site should be 
retained. It is central, equally convenient to 
the people from all parts of the city, and val- 
uable property not only in itself but for the 
uses of the government. A building of the 
height suggested and covering the whole lot 
would accommodate the City of Chicago un- 
til it a population of four or five 
million people. When that time comes it 
will be in order to make other provisions. 
What is needed now is a new building which 
shall take the place of the present defective 


one, on piles driven down to sure- 
holding ground, and built of steel beams 
riveted „Instead of a building like the 


present one, with unnecessarily heavy walls 


resting upon concrete placed on quicksands. 
Chicago architects should supply the general 
structural plans and postoffice experts should 
arrange the interior to suit the necessities of 
the government’s work. It should be pianned 
to last for long years to come and it should be 
the revetse of the present building in every 
respect. The necessity for such a building is 
unquestioned. This much being conceded, 
the next point which suggests itself is that 
Congress should act at once, not only that the 
business of thegovernment may be expedited, 
but also that the danger of a serious disaster 
may be averted. 


THE recent guessing contest as to the num- 
ber of paid admissions on Chicago day pre- 
sents some curious features. The total num- 
ber retugned to this office of 610,247. is in 
itself an indication of the fondness of the 
American people for guessing. The extremes 
show the wildness of guessing, for while one 
enthusiagtic advocate of Chicago day put the 
attendarbe as high as 1,265,000, there 
were pessimists, probably from Buffalo, who 
placed it as low as 40,000 or 50,000. The 
average qxpectation of the people is indicated 
by the fact that the large majority of the 
guessers recorded the attendance at figures 
between 800,000 and 400,000, but at the 
same time there were over 3,000 who had 
faith enough in Chicago to guess over 800,- 
000. Another curious feature is the large 
number of women who appear as guessers; 
but the most singular feature of all is the ex- 
ceeding closeness of the guess of the first 
prize-winner, J. L. Hamilton Jr. of Hoopes- 
ton, III., and of the second, Clara McDon- 
ald of Independence, Ia., both of whom ap- 
parently knew what would be the result 
better than any Chicagoan. Mr. Hamilton 
guessed 716,845 and was within thirty-six 
of the actual number (716,881), while the 
Independence lady was a close second, being 
only twenty-four behind her Ilfinois competi- 
tor. It would be interesting to know upon 
what basis these two experts hit upon their 
figures, of whether they chose them at ran- 
dom, making a merely wild guess.

Excess of imports. 

The excess of export over import for the full 
year has been $25,382,636. The excess had 
reached $34,792,292 before the scare began. In 
April, May, June, and July, 1891, there was a 
steady drain of gold, which reached the climax 
of $30,368,112 in May, and for the four months 
reached a total of $65,470,930. In the first 
eight months of 1892, or just before the begin- 
ning of the above table, $49,490,439 went out.— 
Troy Timea.

He Iatends to Hold On. 

Justice Woodman, in defiance of the constitu- 
tion of the Republican organization of Cook 
County, has sought membership in the County 
Central committee of his party and says he means 
to hold on to the job. Last week the following 
wise rule was adopted by the convention in the 
North Side Turner Hall: 

No person holding an appointive office or posi- 
tion in any city, county, or town office shall be 
eligible from any ward to act as a member of the 
General or County Oentral committee. 

This rule was adopted unanimously. Thirty 
minutes after it was adopted Mr. Woodman had 
himself appointed a member of the County Cen- 
tral committee from the Ninth Ward, though he 
is an appointive Justice of the Peace “ for the 
Town of West Chicago, sits on the West Town 
Board, and accepts compensation therefor.

Itis just such greedy, greasy 
fellows as this Woodman who have brought fre- 
quent defeat upon the Republican party.

Where They All Come From. 


Philadelphia Press: Every World's Fair has 
demonstrated the truth that a large percentage 
of the attendance comes from a comparatively 
small area’ surrounding the place in which the 
Fair is held. This was used as an argument 
against giving the Columbian Exposition to Chi- 
cago. Taking that city [with a million anda 
halt inhabitants] as a center, a 500-mile radius 
extending east_to Pittsburg and Buffalo and 
west to Kansas City and Minneapolis and south 
to Memphis] will include about 25,000,000 peo- 
ple, a 400-mile radius about 15,000,000 people, 
and a 300-mile radius about 10,000,000 people. 
The same radii with Paris (a city of three mill- 
ions] as a center will include respectively 100,- 
000,000 peaple, 70,000,000 people, and 40,000,- 
000 people. So Paris had about four times the 
pulation to draw from that (Hicago has [on 
the same distance around it]. The price of ad- 
mission at Paris was only a franc, or less than 20 
cents, and millions of tickets were sold through 
a lottery for 10 cents, while at Chicago it is 50 
cents. The fact that under these conditions Chi- 
cago will have three-fourths and probably four- 
fifths as large an attendance as Paris is a wonder- 
ful achievement. The total attendance at Paris 
[including dead-heads] was 28,149,353. The at- 
tendance at Chicago will undoubtedly be 21. 
000,000 [without reckoning dead-heads j., and 
it may go higher. But the triumph of the West- 
ern city will be no greater than its efforts and 
courage deserve. 
[And at Chicago day” there were twice as 
many admissions as at Paris’ best day. How is 
that for high !]

PREPARING FOR THE POULTRY SHOW. 


Exhibit of Fowl at the Live Stock Pavilion 
Will Begin Monday. 

The exhibition and judging of sheep and 
swine at the Live Stock Pavilion was con- 
cluded. yesterday. Already many of the 
animals have been shipped and nearly all of 
the poultry, which will succeed them, will be 
in place by tonight. The poultry exhibit is 
scheduled to commence Monday and continue 
for six days, but the entries are so large that 
it will be impossible to complete the work 
within the time allotted. The entries com- 
prise over 4,300 specimens, and ten barns 
have been devoted tothem.

BRIDAL FEASTS IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Marriage Celebrations of the Old Country 
Reproduced in the New World. 
Marriage celebrations and marriage cus- 
toms followed in the New World many of the 
customs of the Old World. Sackposset, the 
drink of Shakspeare’s time, a rich, thick 
concoction of boiled ale, eggs, and spices, was 
drunk at New England weddings, as we learn 
from the pages of Judge Sewall’s diary; but 
it did not furnish a very gay wassail, for the 
Puritan posset-drinking was preceded and 
followed by the singing of a psalm—and such 
a psalm! a long, tedious drawling perform- 
ance from the Bay Psalm Book. 
The bride and groom and bridal party 
walked in a little procession to the meeting- 
house on the Sabbath following the marriage. 
We read in the Sewall diary of a Sewall bride 
thus coming out,“ or * walking-out bride,” 
as it was called in Newburyport. Cotton 
Mather thought it expedient to thus make 
public with due dignity the marriage. In 
some communities the attention of the inter- 
ested public was further drawn to the newly 
married couple in what seems to us a very 
comic fashion. On the Sabbath following the 
wedding the gayly dressed bride and groom 
occupied a prominent seat in the gallery of 
the meeting-house and in the middle of the 
sermon they rose and slowly turned round to 
display complacently on every side their wed- 
ding finery. 
In Larned's History of Windham County. 
Conn., we read a description of such a scene 
in Brooklyn, Conn. Further attention was 
paid to the bride by allowing her to choose 
the text for the sermon preached the first Sun- 
day of the coming-out of the newiy-married 
couple. Much ingenuity was exercised in 
finding appropriate and un:isual Bible texts 
for these wedding sermons. The instances 
are well known of the marriage of Parson 
Smith’s two daughters, one of whom selected 
the text: Mary hath chosen that good part“; 
while the daughter Abby, who married John 
Adams, decided upon the text:? John came 
neither eating bread nor drinking wine, and 
ye say he hath a devil.“ 
This latter ingenious and curious choice 
has given rise to an incorrect notion that the 
marriage of Abigail Smith with John Adams 
was distasteful to her family. Mr. Charles 
Francis Adams says that this supposition is 
entirely unfounded, and that old President 
Adams would fairly rise in his raw to de- 
nounce any such slander should it become 
current.

Constitutional Convention. 

Mrs. Lillie Devereux Blake, whose life has 
been devoted to the interests of her sex in the 
cause of enfranchisement, has been nominat- 
ed as delegate-at-large to the New York State 
constitutional convention in 1894, Like 
many of New York’s prominent women, Mrs. 
Blake is a Southerner by birth and a North- 
erner by education. Her fathe:, George P. 
Devereux, was of Irish extraction and the 
owner of an extensive estate at Raleigh, N. C. 
Mr. Devereux dying, shortly afterward his 
widow returned to her Northern home and

settled in New Haven, Conn., where her chil- 
dren had all the best educational advantages. 
The future suffragist leader grew up beauti- 
ful, brilliant, fashionable, a belle for a few 
short years, a wife and mother for a 
period equally brief, then widowhood, 
wi the necessity for earning her liv- 
ing, the fortune she brought her  hus- 
band being considerably reduced. Literature 
opened for her a road to independencs. Her 
first story. Lonely House,” appeared as a 
serial in the Atlantic Monthly, and was fol- 
lowed by two or three books. The year 1869 
brought her into contact with some of the 
leaders of the suffrage movement. Readily 
uck 1 — its importance she became an 
earnest soldier in the fight, arranging con ven- 
tions, organizing public meetings, writing 
articles, and making lecture tours. In 1872 
she published a novel called Fettered for 
Life,” designed to show the many disad- 
vantages under which women labor, In 
1873 she made an effort to open Columbia 
College to young women, bringing to 
the very gate of the college and demand- 
ing admission for them a class fully pre- 
pared to undergo the preliminary exami- 
nation. Barnard College resulted from that 
coup d’etat. Yearly suffrage bills in the Leg- 
islature, the appointment of police matrons, 
in a word, every movement which had for 
motive the uplifting of womanhood, the 
breaking of a single link of its galling fet- 
fers, found in Mrs, Blake an earnest, eloquent, 
and able advocate,

Better, perhaps, than any non-professional 
woman in the State or in the United States 
Mrs. Blake understands the legal points for 
and against the great questions of the day as 
relating to her sex. As a delegate-at-large to 
the constitutional convention she is eminent- 
ly qualified for the discharge of the duties 
imposed upon the important office.

The fever of napery is more insidious even 
than N ot old china, for it is tinged with 


the lure of necessity, which puts one in the 
way of fierce temptations, says the New York 
Times, And now that every linen counter 
aboundls in exquisite specimens of the skill of 
the loom and every art shop and woman’s ex- 
changp offers jewels of handiwork in this de- 
partment, the woman who delights in cloths 
and sérviettes, and there are few of the sex 
who do not, finds it difficult in two senses to 
escape the ensnaring web. 

Elaborate and embroidered table napery 
continues in high favor this season, despite 
the fact that it is not new. Colored bordered 
cloths and napkins that show any decoration 
beyond that of a monogram have passed out 
of style. Pure white is the first choice, and 
all color must be found in the decorations and 
accessories, but just as woven color has dis- 
appeared from the best tables, so splendor 
of needlework has increased. 

Hougewives who have ample leisure em- 
broider doilies, center cloths, meat cloths, 
and table cloths literally without end. They

have eqmplete sets for formal use and others 
for the use of the home table day after day. 
They have simple designs and elaborate de- 
signs, — linen and heavier linen, and styles 
and patterns to suit every change of service, 
and every color scheme that may be devised. 

It is aid that Mrs. Cleveland has constantly 
some bit of needlework in hand. and that she 
embr>iders much of the napery in use upon 
her private table. Whether or not the inspira- 
tion is due to this fact is not known, but cer- 
tain it is that the fondness for embroidered 
napery has never been more pronounced than 
now, and not to own at least a few sets is to 
be an impoverished chatelaine, indeed. 

The three designs which the drawings show 
are among the best to be found, and with 
slight variations can be made to suit all the 
pieces of an entire set. 
narcissus shows the square center cloth 
of a completed outfit that is both delicate and 
showy at the same time. There are a carving 
cloth, the centerpiece, and four rectangular 
mats, afd on all the design is repeated, the 
only difference being the size, which is adapt- 
ed to that of the linen. The flowers ure 
worked in their own pure white with shadings 
of the palest possible green and centers of yel- 
low. The leaves are worked in olive and the 
ribbon in pale yellow. All the work is solid 
excepting the ribbon, which is outlined, and 
then catstitched for its entire length. The 
edge of the cloth is finished with a hem- 
stitched hem. The entire set is in pure tones 
of coloriand harmonizes perfectly with the 
pale green and white china that is now 80 
much uged. 
nasturtium design shows but one cor- 
ner, in order to get greater size; to be com- 
plete, it needs only to be carried round all 
four sides. Like the narcissus, and, indeed, 
like all good embroidery for table use, it 
should be worked upon fine old bleach linen, 
which has first been shrunken; with this pre- 
caution taken unlimited laundering is possible 
without the smallest harm. 

It is he fee and stitched round all its 
sides. The flowers are worked in their own 
gorgeous colors and show every tint from 
— yellow to deep, glowing orange. The 
eaves and the stems require only one shade 
of pale olive, but by a special method 
of working the former are made to take 
many tints and to show both light and. shade. 
Every one of the lines that mark a division of 
the leaf-is first outlined witha single thread 
of silk, then each division is worked quite 
solid with stitches running as indicated by 
the lines, 

The flowers may be either solid or worked

in long and short stitch, but the former will 
give by far the richer effect. When complete 
the cloth is simply splendid and so brilliant 
as to provide ample decoration with even the 
simplest china possible, and no flowers, un- 
less, indeed, a bunch of the real beauties be 
at hand. 

The last suggestion. or the round doily, 
shows the wreath that is a popular form for 
this especial shape. Its makingis very sim- 
ple, although at first sight a fringed disk 
seems difficult to obtain, and as success de- 
pends in reality upon what might be called a 
trick, it is ventured to give directions, even at 
the risk of repeating what may have already 
been told. 

The circles are first marked the exact size 
of the doily, then again a large one is drawn 
to include the depth of the fringe. The linen 
is cut on the outer line and stitched with the 
machine on the inner. Then at each of the 
four sides of the circle, so to speak, or from

the four opposite points, threads are drawn 
down to the stitched line. After this marki 
there remain four triangular spaces of solid 
linen, and the threads of these must be picked 
out with the needle and drawn round and ad- 
justed form a perfect circle of fringe: The 
stitching is then rage and the edge is hem- 
stitched, after which the fringe is combed out 
and trimmed till exactly even. 

The wreath shown in the drawing is of 
morning glories, and is worked with olive 
green leaves and old pink flowers. The doil 
is one of a set each of which shows a wrea 
of a different flower, but the same des 
might well be repeated in all.
